Moſt of the fruits of Europe have been introduced here ;

And as we have 
introduced foreign fruits, ſo we have all manner of plants, 
roots and herbs, that are found in the kitchen-gardens of our 
neighbour nations. „ : 
In Effex and Cambridgeſhire are large plantations of ſaffron ; 
and in Bedfordſhire, fields of woad or wad for dying. It has 
been computed that the: arable lands ſown with wheat annu- 
ally produce: thirty-four millions of buſhels; and the lands 
ſown with barley produce as much; and the lands ſown with 
horſe-grain, ſuch as peas, beans, oats and vetches, produce 
as much as both the former.

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There are in England and Wales fifty-two counties, two 
archbiſhoprics, twenty-four biſhoprics, two univerſities, twen- 
ty-nine cities, if the four biſhoprics of Wales are to be ac- 
counted ſuch, but theſe are little better than villages at pre- 
ſent, upwards of eight hundred towns, and near ten thouſand 
pariſhes ; in which are about 7, ooo, ooo of people. There 
are ſcarce any manufactures in Europe which are not brought. 
to great perfection in England. And as to the woollen manu- 
facture, it exceeds any thing of that kind in other nations 
both in goodneſs and quantity, notwithſtanding every other 
ſtate has of late years endeavour'd to excel in it. The filk 
manufacture alſo is equal to that of France or any other coun- 
try: our dyers are very numerous, and not exceeded by any o- 
ther nation, either in the beauty or durableneſs of their colours: 
and the printers and ſtainers of cottons have brought that art 
to great perfection: our printers of books print them as beau- 
tifully as the Dutch or any people whatever; but ſtill, books 
cannot be afforded ſo cheap here as in other countries, the 
workmen there taking leſs wages than they do in England. 


Our moſt eminent engravers and ſtatuaries have been foreig- 


ners, but we can now boaſt of ſome very good ones among 
the natives: and many of our mechanics excel other nations 
in their watches, clocks, locks, and edge-tools : their cabinet 


work alſo is much admir'd: and the manufacture of glaſs is 


brought to great perfection, viz. coach-glaſs, looking-glaſs, 
perſpectives, drinking-glafſes, &c. The gold-ſmiths and fil- 
ver-ſmiths, braziers, carpenters, and upholſterers, hatters, tay- 
fors and ſhoemakers, do not only furniſh England with eyery 


thing that is wanted of this kind, but vaſt quantities are ex- 


ported to foreign countries, as well as to the Britiſh planta- 
tions. The ſkreen and chair-makers contribute to the adorn- 
ing and furniſhing the dwelling-houſe. Our ſhip and houſe 
carpenters, maſons, bricklayers and ſmiths, are equal to'the 
moſt ingenious foreigners, and employ a multitude of hands ; 
as do the tanners, coach-makers, wheel-wrights and ſadlers. 
The multitudes employ'd in huſbandry contribute ſtill more 
than any other ſet of men to'the ſupporting and enriching the 
nation. The grazier and farmer do not only feed and cloath 
the numerous inhabitants, but incredible quantities of corn,

many thouſand ſhips are annually victualled and fitted out for

Of the Coxvocariox. | 


Whenever a parliament is called, the king always convokes 
a national ſynod of the clergy, to confider of the ſtate of the 
church, directing his writs to the archbiſhop of each province, 
to ſummon all biſhops, deans, archdeacons, &c. to meet at a 
certain time and place.

x Of the CouRTs OF Juorice,. 

The court of Chancery, of which the lord chancellor ot 
keeper is the ſole judge, is a court of Equity, and examines 
chiefly into frauds, breaches of truſt, and ſecret uſes; and 
moderates the rigor of the common law in many caſes. The 
proceedings are by bills, anſwers, and decrees; the witneſſes 
are examined in private, but its decrees can only bind the per- 
ſons of the ſuitors, and not their lands or goods; ſo that if a 


man chuſes to lie in priſon rather than obey a decree of the 


court of chancery, there is no remedy for it. 

The lord chancellor hath twelve aſſiſtants, uſually. called. 
maſters in chancery ; the firſt whereof is the maſter. of the 
rolls, ſo called from his being keeper of the rolls, or records 
belonging to the court of chancery ; and, in the abſence of: 
the chancellor, he hears cauſes at the rolls: and ſometimes in

Exchequer. There are four judges in this court, viz. the lord 


chief juſtice, ſtyled, lord chief juſtice of England, and lord 
chief juſtice, by way of eminence, who is created by patent, 
as well as the threepuiſne judges : they all hold their places for 
life. The ſalary of the chief juſtice being 4000 l. per annum, 
and of each of the other judges 1500 |. per annum. 80 
This court grants prohibitions to other courts, both eccle- 
fiaftical and civil, when they exceed the bounds of their juriſ- 
diction. All matters of fact, relating either to civil or criminal 
cauſes, are determined here by a jury.

The court of Common Pleas takes cognizance only of civil 
cauſes ; and real actions are pleadable no where elſe: neither 
can fines be levied, or recoveries ſuffered in any other court.

The counties of England being divided into fix circuits, two 
of the twelve judges are aſſigned to go each of the circuits twice

me in the courts of, common law in Weſtminſter- hall. 
Wales, alſo, is divided into circuits, and two judges ap- 
pointed annually to hear and determine cauſes in each.

In every city, both civil and criminal cauſes are tried in the 


court of the mayor and aldermen, in taivial matters; but they 


determine no capital caſes, nor pleas of land; and cauſes may 
be removed from thence to the ſuperior courts. And in towns 
that are incorporated, the magiſtrates. have the like power of 
holding courts, and determining cauſes. 

The lords of manors alſo hold courts-leet, and courts-baron,, 
where their tenants are obliged to attend and receive juſtice, - in 
ſome few caſes: but the buſineſs of courts-leet is chiefly to pre- 
ſent and puniſh nuſances ; and at courts-baren, the convey- 
ances, and alienations of the copy-hold tenants are enxolled, 
and they are admitted to their eſtates on a deſcent or purchaſe. 
There are alſo Sheriffs-courts, and Hundred-courts, held in 
all parts of England, where little matters are cantroverted ; 
but theſe inferior courts are the plague of every neighbourhood, 
the ſuit being managed by little ally pettifoggers, who com- 
mit more robberies, under the colour of law, than all the 


highwaymen in England: and what renders theſe oppreſſions 


ill the more grievous is, that they are uſually exerciſed on 
the pooreſt people, unable to defend themſelves, who. are-fur- 
priſed into an execution, and their. beds taken from under 
them, where the matter in diſpute is but for a trifle, If courts 
of conſcience were erected in the country, as in London, for 
the recovery of ſmall debts, a great deal of this barbarity: 
might be prevented. Several courts of conſcience have been: 
erected in other parts of the kingdom, by act of parliament,

world, when the ſpices and treaſures 
of the Eaſt- Indies were brought hi- 
ther, and from hence diſtributed all 
over Europe; which was, in a great 
-meafure, loſt when the Portugueze 
found the way to the Eaſt-Indies, 
_ round Africa, about the year 1400 
however it has. ſtill a good foreign 
trade. The land on which the town 
ſtands 1s ſo low, that the ſeamen can

The Dutch joining with the na- 
tives againſt the Portugueze, firſt ex- 
pelled them and then uſurped the 
dominion of the iſland, where they 
have ſuch ſtrong fortreſſes and nu- 
merous garriſons, that they treat 
the natives, both princes and people, 
as their ſlaves; though it was a great 
while before they could effect this, - 
the inhabitants being generally a 
brave hardy people, and are hired 
by moſt 'of the Indian nations and 
Europeans who have ſettlements in 
that part of the world, to ſerve in 
their troops. The chief reaſon the 
Portugueze and the Dutch after them 
had for ſubduing this iſland was, 
that 'it lay near the Molucca and 
Banda iſlands, where the cloves and 
nutmegs grow; and they could ne- 
ver ſecure the poſſeſſion of thoſe 
fine ſpices, unleſs they were maſters 
of this iſland; and ſtill if any other 
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_of the ſpice iſlands. 
of theſe and the neighbouring iſlands 
Were reported to be canibals by the 
_ firſt Europeans that viſited them, 
but upon a better acquaintance with

When they are not at 
war, their chief traffic is in buying 
up children in Circaſſia, and other 
countries, and ſelling them to the 
Turks, who give them rice, coffee, 
raiſins, dates, and cloathing, in re- 
turn. The country is naturally fruit- 
ful, andproduces excellent wine, where 
there are Chriſtian or Jewiſh inhabi- 
tants; but this being a liquor*prohi- 
bited the Mahometans, they do not 
cultivate the vine, or indeed any other 


neceſſity compels them.

The temple of the 
fan was the richeſt on the face of the 
earth, both the ceiling and the walls 
being covered or lined with maily gold 

plate on the inſide; at the E. end was 
the image of the ſan, which covered 
the wall from top to bottom, conſiſt- 
ing of one gold plate, which was twice 
as thick as the plates that covered the 


other walls. This image, falling to 


4 ; 
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the ſhare of a Spaniſh officer, tis ſaiq 
he played it away in one night; and 
tho* the Peruvians worſhipped ng 
other deity in this temple but the ſun, 
yet were there images of all animals, 
birds, beaſts, and fiſhes, of wrought 
gold, as big as the life, dedicated to 
the fun ; and having more than were 
ſufficient to adorn the temple, they 
were piled up in rooms adjoining to 
it in heaps, when the Spaniards ar- 
rived there. This city the Spaniards 
would probably have made the ſeat 
of their government, if it had not 
ſtood fo far from the ſea, for nothing 
could.be more commodiouſly ſituated, 
as this was upon an eminence, in a 
leaſant fruitful country, abounding 
in ſprings and rivulets, moſt deſirable 
things in a hot climate, where it 
never rains. Cuſco is ſtill a fine city, 
and the ſee of a biſhop, and ſtands 
about 380 m. E. of Lima.

Here is one of thoſe 
mountains called Olympus, there is 
another of the ſame name in the Leſ- 
ſer Aſia, and a third in Greece, but 
there are no ſprings or rivers but what 
the rains produce, which happening 
to fail them 30 years ſucceſſively, 
during the Feign of Conſtantine the 
Great, the inhabitants were- obliged 
to abandon the ifland for ſome time; 
the ſoil however produces corn, wine, 
oil, wool, cotton, falt, and ſome 
fiik; they have plenty alſo of fleſh, 
fiſh, and fowl, and a pretty briſk 
trade, between the merchants of 
Europe and Aſia; ſeveral European 
nations, particularly, the Engliſh, 
have their conſuls and factors in this 
iſland. It was very populous while 
it was in the poſſeſſion of the Chri- 
ſtians, and had a great many good 
towns in it, but it is now fo thinly 
inhabited, that half the lands lie 
uncultivated. The preſent inhabi- 
tants are Turks, Jews, Greeks, 
Armenians, and ſome few Latins. 
The Turks have the government, 
but the Greeks are moſt numerous, 
This iſland was dedicated to Venus ; 
and her votaries, it is ſaid, proſti- 
tuted themſelves to foreigners, It 
has been ſucceflively governed by 
the Egyptians, Phœnicians, Perſians, 
Greeks, Romans, Saracens, Vene- 
tians, and Turks. Richard I. King 
of England, meeting with an unhoſ- 
pitable reception here, ſubdued the 


land, and transferred his right to 


it to Guy Luſignan, titular K. of 


Jeruſalem, whoſe deſcendants tranſ- 


ferred it to the ſtate of Venice; 
from whom the Turks took it, anno 


1570, and have remained in poſſeſ- 


ſion of it ever ſince.

and other produce of the more ſou- 


thern countries, whereas the Eng- 


liſh and other nations, are forced to 
purchaſe theſe things chiefly with 
treaſure. The inhabitants are com- 


puted to amount to 200,000. ſouls, 


who are ſubject to a mixed kind of 
government. Their magiſtracy con- 
fiſts of thirty ſenators, who continue 
for life, four of them burgo-maſters : 
beſides theſe are 13 conſuls, . who 
elect the ſaid burgo-maſters out of 
their own body, and elect the judges 
and all other. officers of the city, 
from whom there lies an appeal ta 
the 13 conſuls and 4 burgo-malters, 
and from ' them to the republic of 
Poland, The king annually nomi- 
nates a burgo-maſter. out of the con- 
ſuls, to repreſent his perſon in the 
ſenate, and all ſentences of death 
muſt be ſigned by him in the king's 
name. One hundred burgeſſes are 
elected to repreſent the people's 


grievances, and defend their privi- 


leges, and inſpect the adminiſtration: 
of the government; and the hun- 
dred, with the concurrence of the 
ſenate, preſent the clergy to vacant? 
benefices,

forced to purchaſe their peace with 
ſeveral hundred thouſand pound 
for ſuffering Staniſlaus to make his 
eſcape out of the city during the 
kege. X | 
Daxwvuse, one of the fineſt rivers 
in Europe, riſes in the Black-foreſt, 
in the pr. of Suabia, in the S. W.

ſome of the rivers, but above all, 
the wealth of Peru being brought 
hither, and from hence imported in- 
to Europe, has induced many enter- 
prizing people to attempt Panama, 
Porto-bello, and other towns of this 
pr. in order to come in for a ſhare 
of theſe treaſures with the Spaniards, 
or diſpoſſeſs them of the country. 


But it is very far from being a de- 


firable place to inhabit, for it is 
generally mountainous and barren, 


exceſſive hot, and the low grouncs 


over flowed 
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everflowed with thin perpetual 
rains. The mountains fo vaſtly high 
and difficult of acceſs, that it takes 
up a great many days to paſs them, 
though the iſthmus be not more than 
60 m. over. It was from theſe 


mountains the Spaniards firft diſco- 
vered the S. ſea, or Pacific Ocean, 
anno 1513, and gave-it the name of 


the S. ſea, becaule they croſſed the 
iſthmus from the N. ſea, though in 
reality the Pacific Ocean lies W. of 


the continent of America.

The conſtitution of this K. has 


been frequently altered, ſometimes 


their Kings have been hereditary, 


at others elective, ſometime limit- 


ted and reſtrained by the ſtates, con 
liſting of the nobility, clergy, gen- 
try, and peaſants; and at others ab- 
ſolute, as they have been ever ſince” 
the year 1660; when the peaſants, 
finding themſelves grievouſly oppreſ- 
ſed by the nobility and gentry, agreed 


to make the crown abtolute and he- 


reditary, in which they were joined 
by the clergy. And the K. having 
aſſembled the nobility and gentry in 
a garriſoned town, in a manner com- 
pelled them to reſign their liberties 
into his hands. | 

The forces the K. of Denmark 
has uſually on foot in Denmark,, 
Norway and Holſtein, amount to- 
near 40,000; but moſt of them are 
maintained by other princes, to' 
whom he lets them out, and receives 
a ſubſidy, almoſt equal to the pay of 
the troops beſides, fo that they ra- 
ther add to the revenues of the crown 
than diminiſh it, though they are 
very burthenſome frequently to the 
farmers. of the country, on whom:

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they are quartered while they remain 
at home. : 

The revenues of this Prince are 
computed to amount to about 
g oo, ooo l. per annum, ariſing from 
the crown lands, cuſtoms and other 
duties on beer, malt, corn, paper, a 
land tax, poll tax, &c. In Norway, 
the revenue ariſes from the tenth of 
the timber, tar, fiſh, oil, mines, 
and an exciſe, with the reſt of the 
taxes enumerated in Denmark, and 
levied with much greater oppreſſion, 
as they are a diſtant, and a kind of 
rival kingdom. f 

The produce of Denmark and 
Norway, conſiſts chiefly in timber, 
pitch, tar, fiſh, oil, and lean cattle. 
They have very little corn, except 
rye; and the produce of the mines 
of Norway is not comparable to that 
of Sweden. 7 

Their religion is Lutheran, no 
other tolerated; and the clergy de- 
pend on the ſtate for their ſubſiſt- 
ance; the church lands having been 
| ſeized by the government at the re- 
formation.

the city of Dublin, properly fo called, 
which was firſt built by the Danes, 
as was allo the N. fide, which from 


corrupted into Oxman-town. It hath 
received ſeveral ample charters and. 
privileges from the Kings of England: 
fince the time of K. Henry II. wh6 
introduced the Engliſh laws into Ire- 
land, and who held a court and par- 
liament in this city. K. Richard Il.

vour of Robert de Vere, E. of Oxford, 
whom he alſo created D. of Ireland, 
with many royal privileges, ſuch as 
the coinage of money, &c.

The form of Dub- 
lin is almoſt a ſquare, a figure which 
contains the largeſt area in propor- 
tion to the circumference. From 
the royal hoſpital at Kilmainham to 
the E. end of Lazer's-hill, it 1s two 
miles and a half long; and its great- 
eſt breadth is nearly as much; 6: 
that the circumference may be aboiit 
ten Engliſh miles, but, on account 


of ſeveral out-lets, it is impoſſible to 
be exact. It contains 12,600 houſes, 
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which are very full of inhabitants, 
who are eſtimated at 150,000 ſouls. 


it lies moſtly on à level, or rather 


low in reſpect of the adjacent coun- 
try, a great part of the old town be- 
ing built on a marſhy foundation, 


eſpecially near the river. The prin- 


cipal ſtreets are well built, and very 
little inferior to thoſe in London, be- 
ing formed of the ſame materials, 
People of diſtinction uſually reſide 
either in St. Stephen's Green, one of 
the largeſt ſquares in Europe, being 
2 m. in circumference, or in ſeveral 
fine ſtreets adjacent thereto, built 
within a few years paſt; alſo in o- 
thers on the N. fide of the river, 
particularly Sackville-ſtreet, which 
excels, both in the taſte of laying it 
out, and elegance of architecture, 
any thing of the kind in London. 
Many of the houſes, built of late 
years for the reſidence of the nobility 
and gentry, are,” as M. Voltaire 
remarks of thoſe of Paris, more 
* diſtinguiſhed by their interior ele- 
* gance, than by their exterior de- 
* corations; and are deſigned rather 
« to gratify private luxury, than to 
* be a public ornament to the city.” 
The want of a juſt regard for the 
elegance of the ſtreets hath cauſed 
feveral lately erected to be built ex- 
tremely irregular and unſightly; 
whereas, a little more attention to 
laying out the whole properly at firſt, 
would be infinitely more ornamental 
at the ſame expence; a fault which 
the wiſdom of the Engliſh parliament 
prevented, by a law for that purpoſe, 
on re-building the city of London 
after the fire. The Caſtle, which 
ſerves for the vice-roy's palace, was 


originally built by Henry de Londres, 


archb. of Dublin, and lord juſtice of 
Ireland, anno 1213, in the reign of 
K. John, and was a place of ſtrength, 
moated round and flanked with tow- 
ers, but the ditch hath been long 
fled up, and all the other old build- 
gs, except Bermingham tower, 
where ſome archives are kept, and 
that of the chappel, are taken down. 
It is at preſent à noble building, con- 


columns, the whole built 
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fiſting of ſeveral courts, in the mo- 


dern taſte, and much exceed? either 
St. James's or Kenſington palaces. 
Here are kept the ſeveral offices of

There are many other 
public buildings, viz. two . cathedral 
churches, Chrift-church, built by 
Sitricus, the Son of Amlave, K. of 
the Oſtmen of Dublin, about the 
year 1038, and afterwards enlarged 
by Earl Strongbow and others; St. 


Patrick's, built by archb. Comyn, 
anno 1190, ſirſt a collegiate church, 


but made a cathedral by the above- 
named Henry de Londres, the fieeple 
of which was built by archb. Minot 
in 1370, and à lofty ſpire erected 
thereon in 1750; alto ſeveral parifh 
churches too tedious to mention, 
The parliament-houſe is a noble pile,

The royal hoſpital of 
Kilmainham, erected for invalid and 


ſuperannuated foldiers, is a qua-

fiderable length and breadth, and 
piles of wood, which extend ſome 
-miles into the bay; which work was 
executed by the ſtatute of the 6th of 
Q. Anne, chap. 2. called the ballaſt 
act. Its trade conſiſts chiefly in the 


importation of foreign commodities. 


of all kinds, rather than that of ex- 
port, as it ſerves moſt places in the 
kingdom with every article of fo- 
reign luxury. The markets of this 
city zre plentifully and cheaply ſup- 
plied with fleſh, fowl, and fiſh; par- 
_ ticularly with the latter, in much 
higher perfection than any other ca- 
pital in Europe. The inhabitants 
are ſupplied with coal from divers 
parts of England for fewel; water is 
brought, by means of pipes, from a 
noble reſervoir, or baſon, to every 
houſe, at an eaſy rate; and the city 
is lighted up with lamps, as in Lon- 
don. Much more might be ſaid of 
this ſecond emporium of the Britiſh 
empire, which would require a large 
volume to give the reader a juſt idea 
thereof; but we have already tranſ- 
greſſed the bounds of this article, 


which, though fthort in itſelf, con- 


tains the ampleſt account of the city 
of Dublin hitherto publiſhed, which 
we hope will plead our excuſe for its 
protixity.]

Upon the concluſion of 
the firſt Punic war the Ebro made 
the boundary between the Roman 
and Carthaginian territories; and 
Spain, when intirely reduced by the 
Romans, was divided by them into 
two very unequal provinces, viz. the 
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Hither and the Further Spain, in 
reſpect to Rome, that of the W. of 
the Ebro being vaſtly larger than 
the other. The river Ebro is, at 
preſent, almoſt the only navigable 
river in Spain, and in this the navi- 
gation 1s very difficult, except be- 
tween Tortoſa and the ſea, for tho? 
it will carry veſſels 250 m. down the 
ſtream, it runs with that rapid force 
that a boat cannot go up the ſtream 
higher than Tortoſa, and it is very 


dangerous going down on account of

nences, natural or artificial ; fo that, 
on the overflowing of the river, they 
look like ſo many iflands, which 
have no other communication but by 
boats. The Lower Egypt is contain- 
ed in a triangular ifland, made by the 


Levant, and the two chief branches 


of the Nile, which, dividing g miles 
below Cairo, one branch takes its 
courſe to the N. W. and falls into 
the Levant at Roſſetto, and the 
other N. E. falling into the ſea 


at Damietta, the ancient Peluſium; 
theſe mouths being about roo miles 


aſunder. This part of the country 


called the Delta, or Lower Egypt, 
having the greateſt advantage by the 


overflowing of the Nile, is much 
the moſt fruitful, but not the moſt 


healthfal, the mud which covers it,. 


after the flood is gone, ſending up an 


unwholeſome vapour. The moun- 
tains. and ſands which incloſe Egypt 
on the E. and W. would render the 


valley between exceſſive hot, if it 
were not for this annual flood; nor 
would the foil produce much with- 
out it, for the country is naturally 
barren, where the waters do not 
reach, and they have ſeldom. any 
rain, unleſs in the Lower Egypt, 
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though travellers relate, that they 
have ſometimes ſeen heavy ſhowers 
even in Upper Egypt. They have 
Canals cut quite through Upper E- 
gypt, to diſtribute the water to their 


fields and gardens, and preſerve it in 


the dry ſeaſon; and theſe they fill 
with great ceremony annually, when 
the river riſes to a certain height; 
and, by theſe means, Egypt is render- 
ed the moſt fruitful country in Africa, 
ſupplying Conſtantinople, and other 
towns in European Turky, with corn, 
as it did Rome and Italy of old. 
They only harrow their grain into 


the mud, on the retiring of the wa- 


ters, and, in March following, uſually 
have a plentiful harveſt. As to their 
Tice fields, they ſupply them -with 
water from their canals and reſer- 
voirs conſtantly, this grain always 
growing in water. Thoſe lands that 
are not ſown, yield good crops of 
graſs for their cattle. No place in 
the world, ſays Mr. Sandys, is bet- 
ter furniſhed with grain, fleſh, fiſh, 
Jugar, fruits, melons, roots, and 
other garden ſtuff, than the Lower 
Egypt; oranges, lemons, figs, dates, 
almonds, caſſia and plantains, abound 
here; and they have ſome grapes, 
but not proper for wine; which de- 
fect is, in ſome meaſure, ſupplied by 
palm wine. The country is exceſſive 
hot for two or three months before 
the flood riſes, and the muſketoes, 
or gnats, will not ſuffer people to 
Aeep in the night. The ſands al- 
ſo are extremely troubleſome, in- 
ſinuating themſelves into the cloſets, 
cheſts, and cabinets, and even into 
the bed-cloaths, making them as 
hot as if they had been warmed with 
coals; and theſe ſands are probably 
the occaſion of ſore- eyes, with which 
the natives are almoſt univerſally 
afflicted in ſummer. Fevers and 
fluxes are frequent in autumn, and 
the ſwelling of the ſcrotum; but 


the greateſt misfortune is the plague, 
which viſits them, at leaſt, once in 
ſeven years; but, When the Nile be- 
gins to overflow, tis ſaid, the plague, 


and all other diſeaſes, are abated. It 


muſt not be forgot, alſo, that the bot 
winds are very troubleſome in Apil 
and May, and one occaſion of their 
{are-eyes, as well as the ſands, 

Among the curioſities of Egypt, 
the pyramids are the moſt conſiders. 
ble; they are built of ſtone, by whom, 
or When, none knows; the bale of 
the largeſt taking up ten acres of 
ground, and running up to 500 feet 
perpendicular height, eye witneſſes 
frequently differ 100 feet as to their 
height; and indeed, the ſands are 
driven up ſo high on the ſides, that iti 
impracticable to take the height ex- 
actly. The mummy pits are another 
curioſity, which, with the pyramidz 
are on the W. fide of the river, op- 
Polite te Cairo; in theſe pits have 
been thouſands of imbalmed bodies 
interred, Which have continued 3 or 
4000 years at leaſt; the coffins ate 


ſet upright, in nitches in the walls, | 


and never laid at length. . 
Egypt is generally held to be ſub. 
to the Grand Signior, and fo it is in 
part, but his authority is extremely 
limited by the Egyptian princes, who 
are all of them abſolute in their re- 
ſpective territories, . and aſſemble at 


Cairo, in a kind of parliament, or 


great council, which ſubmits to the 
Grand Signior's Baſſa, or Viceroy, to 
farther than they ſee fit, and ſome- 
times depoſe him, and demand an- 
other of the Grand Signior, who is 
more acceptable to them; however, 


they ſuffer the Grand Signior to col- 
lect a revenue in the ir ſeveral diſtricts, 


but by no means equal to what the 
country is able to pay; and, if more 
is demanded, or any innovations at- 
tempted, it indangers a revolt. They 
come to Cairo with ſuch bodies of 
troops as protect them againſt the 
arbitrary adminiſtration of the Baſly 
and the only way he has to manage 
them, is by dividing them into par- 
ties, and ſiding with that party which 
is moſt devoted to the Grand Signiot. 
Theſe Egyptian princes are not na- 
tives of the country, neither are 
they ever ſucceeded by their children 


in their reſpective governments, 1 
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by ſome flave, whom they appoint 
their ſucceſſor ; and theſe are, uſual- 
ly, flaves purchaſed in Georgia, or 
Circaſſia. This is their conſtitu- 
tion, as Was that of the ancient 
Mamalukes; no man could be a 
ſovereign who had not been a flave, 
and purchaſed in ſome foreign coun- 
try; but, out of theſe, we muſt ex- 
cept ſome Chieks, or Arab Chiefs, 
who are proprietors of villages, or 
ſmall diſtricts, in the country; theſe 
are ſucceeded by their children, on 
paying a fine, or ſmall rent, to the 
government. The religion of the 
governors of the country is Maho- 
metan, but the Cophtis, the poſterity 
of the ancient Egyptians, the Greeks 
and Latins, are Chriſtians, but of 
different ſets; and there are a great 


number of Jews at Cairo, and in 


the great towns, Where any thing 1s

ETRHIOPIA SUPERIOR, a Ccoun- 
try in Africa, comprehending Abyſ- 
finia, Nubia and Abex, as it did in 
its moſt flouriſhing ſtate ; is bounded 
by Egypt and the Deſart of Barca on 
the N. by the Red Sea and the In- 
dian Ocean on the E. by Anian and 
the uaknown parts of Africa on the 
S. and by other deſart and unknown 
Countries on the W. Abyflinia Pro- 

has now little communication 
with the reſt of the world, the 
Turks having poſſeſſed themſelves 
of Abex, which runs along the weſt- 
ern coaſt of the Red Sea. The ri- 
ver Nile riſes from a lake almoſt in 
the middle of Abyflinia, and being 


ſwelled by the rains, which annually 


fall at a certain ſeaſon between the 
tropics, overflows Egypt, and all the 
Jower grounds which border on the 
river, which is the caſe of all rivers 
that riſe within the tropics, though 
the ancients were at fo great a loſs 
for the occaſion of this periodical 
flood; and what increaſes the flood 
ſtill more, are the torrents that fall 
from the numerous hills with which 
this country is encumbered ; though 
they have this advantage from their 
hills, that they can remove thither 
in the hot ſeaſon, and enjoy a cooler 
air than they do in Egypt, which 
lies ſeveral degrees N. of Abyſſinia. 
Their valleys alſo are rendered fruit- 
ful, by the annual rains and the nu- 
merous rivulets, producing plenty of 

corn, rice, wine, flax, ſugar, and 
fruits, proper for the climate, and 
gold is faid to be very plentiful here ; 
but the Turks have ſhut up all the 
avenues to the country, that no 
other people can traffic with them 
for it at this day. Their cattle 
are camels, horſes, oxen, ſheep and 
aſſes, with which they abound. As 
to the perſons of the Ethiopians, or 
Abyflinians, they are perfectly black, 
but their features more agreeable 
than their ſouthern” neighbours, hav- 
ing neither flat noſes, or thick lips, 
| like other Caffres. The ſovereign 
of this country was once abſolute, 
_ but at preſent the great men ſet up 


for princes in their reſpeRive go-

vernments, and the K. can tranſact 


nothing without them of any con- 
ſequence. It was the King of this 
country, that the Europeans uſed 
to ſtile Preſter John. The Portu- 
gueze, tis ſaid, when they firſt diſ- 
covered this country, ſeeing a croſs 
always carried before him, ſtiled him 
prieſt, or Preſbyter Maximus. He 
took upon him the ſupreme eccle- 
ſiaſtical, as well as civil, power 
others ſay the Turks gave him the 
name of Preſter, Cham, or Cam, 
i. e. King of ſlaves, becauſe they pur- 


chaſed moſt of their Negroe ſlaves in 


this country. The government ap- 
pears now to be a republic, or ra- 
ther a mixed monarchy, in which 
the Prince's power is extremely li- 
mited by the great men. As to the 
common people, it is not very ma- 
terial whether the power be lodged 
in the K. or Lords, for they are all 
ſlaves either to the one or the other, 
Their religion is a mixture of Chri- 
ſtianity and Judaiſm, but they ſeem 
to adhere more to the Greek church 
than to the Latin. They keep both 
the Chriſtian and the Jewiſh ſabbath, 


and both baptize and circumciſe their 


children, and even their female chil- 
dren. The-King, by the perſuaſion 
of the Jeſuit miſſionaries, once ſub - 
mitted to the authority of the Pope; 
but this occaſioning a civil war, he 
was obliged to expel the Latin fathers, 
and reſtore their ancient rites and cere - 
monies in eccleſiaſtical affairs.

were formerly computed to amount 


to nineteen” millions, ſcarce exceed 
fifteen millions at preſent. The air 
is the moſt temperate of any country 
in Europe, and the ſoil produces corn, 
wine, oil, and flax, in great abnn- 
dance. It is extremely well ſitu- 
ated for a foreign trade, as it lies 
on the ocean, the Engliſh channel, 
and the Mediterranean ſea, and is 


_ watered by a great many large and 


navigable rivers, particularly the 
Seyne, the Loyre, the Garonne, the 
Rhone, the Soane, and of late the 
Rhine; which for ſome 100 m. now 
ſeparates their dominions from Ger- 
many. Their ſtature is not large, 


but they are generally men of bright 


parts, and the moſt active and en- 
terpriſing of any people in Europe; 
but fo reſtleſs and impatient of eaſe, 


that they are conſtantly engaged in 


wars abroad, and law-ſuits at home ; 
extremely devoted to their Prince, 
though he rules them with a rod of 
iron, and treats them as ſlaves; and 
ſo opinionated of themſelves, that 
they look upon all other 'nations as 
Barbarians. They value themſelves 
much for their good breeding, their 
complaiſance, and unlimited pro- 


feſſions of friendſhip to all they con- 


verſe with, though they mean no- 
thing by it, and may be looked upon 
as a parcel of genteel hypocrites. 
They have practiſed their cringes 
and impertinent ceremonies ſo long, 
that now no body regards them. 
Their manufactures of linen, wool- 
len, ſilk and lace, are vaſtly great, 
ard their foreign trade to Spain, 
Italy, Turky, and to the Eaſt and 
Weſt Indies, prodigiouſly increaſed 
of late; but no trade is more advan- 


tageous to them than that of Bri- 


tain, from whence they receive chief- 
ly treaſure for the product of their 
country, viz. their wines, ſilks, 
linen and lace. . 

The K. was formerly divided into 
12 provinces, Which had each of 


them their parliaments, whoſe con- 


ſent was neceſſary to the making 
laws and raiſing money; but the 


— 
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Cardinals Richlieu and Mazarin 
made their maſters abſolute ſove- 
reigns, deprived - their parliaments 
of their ſhare in the government, 
and they are only aſſembled at this 
day, to paſs the arrets or laws the 
K. is pleaſed to ſend them, which 
none durſt refuſe. But in civil 
cauſes theſe parliaments are {till the 
laſt reſort, where the court does not 
interpoſe. Theſe parliaments con- 
fiſt of a certain number of preſidents 
and inferior judges, who purchaſe 
their places openly, and the crown 
makes a conſiderable revenue by ſuch 
ſales. The parliament of Paris is 
much the moſt conſiderable. Hither 
the King frequently comes in perſon, 
and fees his royal acts recorded. 
This parliament conſiſts of the Dukes 
and Peers of France, beſides the 
ordinary judges, and takes cogni- 
zance of all offences committed by 
peers, where the King does not iſſue 
a ſpecial commiſſion to try them. 


The other parliatnents are excluded 


from taking. cognizance of any cauſes 
which relate to. the crown, or the 
peers of the realm. 

As France is divided into 2g ge- 
neral governments at preſent, oyer 
every one of theſe an officer, called 
an intendant, is appointed by the 
King, who ſeems to have a power 
of controuling the governor and all 
other officers of juſtice, and pre- 
ſides over the receivers general of 
his generality. The whole number 


of pariſhes contained in all the ge- 


neralities, amount to 38,502, in 
which is comprehended 1,585,112 
familjes, liable to pay the- Taille or 
land-tax, which is only paid by thoſe 


men; the nobility, clergy, and gen- 
try, are exempted from this tax. 
The burgeſſes of Paris, and ſome 
other free cities alſo, are exempted 


from the land-tax, |

The other taxes are the capitation, 
or a poll-tall; the tenths of all eſ- 
tates, offices and employments ; the 
fiftieth penny, from which neither 
the nobility nor clergy are exempted ; 


and the tenths and free gifts of the 


clergy, who are allowed to tax them- 
ſelves, but it is expected they ſhould 
pay as much as the laity at leaſt; 
and laſtly, the crown lands, rents, 
fines and forfeitures, bring in a con- 
fiderable revenue; all which are 
computed af fifteen millions ſterling 
per annum; befides which, vaſt ſums 
are raiſed by raiſing and lowering 
the coin at pleaſure, by compound- 
ing debentures and government bills, 
and other oppreſſive means. The 
K. is but one great farm to the 
crown. The whole produce of the 
country is in the King's power, if 
he thinks fit to demand it, though 
he chuſes to take it in the accuſ- 
tomed way, that he may make no 
more malecontents than he can't 


avoid; and were there never ſo ma- 


ny; he has always armies on foot 
ſufficient to ſuppreſs inſurrections. 
In time of peace, he has frequently 
200,000 men in Pay, and in time 
of war, ſometimes 400,000; many 
of which are foreigners, viz. Swils, 
Germans, Scotch, Iriſh, Swedes and 
Danes. | | 
The religion of France is Roman 
Catholic, but they ſeem leſs devoted 
to the Pope than any ether nation 


of that communion, and have not. 


yet admitted the inquiſition among 
them. 


The Proteſtants fought for their 


religion and liberties many years, 


and at length obtained a toleration, 


dy a royal edi&, called the edict 


of Nantz; but this being repealed 
by Lewis XIV. anno 1685, a cruel 
perſecution followed, which com- 
pelled ſeveral 100, ooo of them to 
quit the K. who were entertained 
in Proteſtant countries, to the un- 


ſpeakable prejudice of this K. for 
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they did not only loſe the moſt ia - 
duſtrious part of the inhabitants, but 


the refugees ſet up the French ma- 


nufactories in every country where 
they came, which very much leſ- 
ſened the demand for French mer- 
chandize. The crown of France is 
hereditary; but by their Salique law 
no female is ſuffered to inherit; 
neither is their royal line of that 
duration as in England, for in the 
pedigree of their Kings, we find 
there have been three families on 
the throne, viz. the Merovingian, 
the Carlovinian, and the Caputine, 
which had no relation to one an- 
other; the ſecond uſurping on the 
firſt, and the third upon the ſecond, 
which is the preſent reigning family. 
The eldeſt fon of France is always 
ſtiled the Dauphin. The new con- 
queſts, or acquiſitions, that France 
has made to her dominions the laſt 
hundred years, are thoſe of Alſace 
and Lorrain, on the ſide of Germany; 
thoſe of Artois, the Cambreſis, part 
of Flanders, Hainalt, and Luxem- 
burg, on the ſide of the Nether- 
lands; and Rouſſillon, anciently a 
part of Catalonia, on the fide of 
Spain,

They worſhip the 
ſun and the fire, but whether as 
gods, or reſembling God, is uncer- 
tain, for they ſay God is light; and

of their prieſts reſide, whoſe employ-

They expelled their biſh. in 
the year 1553, who was their ſove- 
reign at that time, and erected a 
republic, placing the legiſlative au- 
thority in a council of 200, and a 
ſenate of 25, who have the executive 
power, or adminiſtration of the go- 
vernment; none but the principal 
citizens were admitted to have any 
ſhare in the government, or election 
of magiſtrates, but the common peo- 
ple have of late inſiſted on a ſhare in 
the adminiſtration, and compelled 
their ſuperiors to delegate part of 
their power to them. Their church 
is Preſbyterian, governed by the city- 
clergy, the Burgher-maſter of reform- 
ation, and 6 others elected out of the 
great council; but their decrees, or 
canons, are of no force, till ratified 
by the great council. Their clergy 
have neither glebe nor tythes, but are 
allowed 501. per annum each, by the 
ſtates. They will neither allow of 
cards, drinking in public houſes, or 


dancing; but are leſs ſtri in keep- 


ing the ſabbath than their brethren 
in this iſland, for they exerciſe their 
militia on Sundays, and go to bowls, 
and other manly ſports. The adjoin- 
ing lake is 60 m. long, and 12 broad, 
and produces great plenty of the beſt 
fiſh, They have a good foreign trade; 
their manufactures are chiefly gold 
and filver lace, ſilks, and ſhammy 
leather.

Riviere, or coaſt of Genoa, their

from the ſea, and in ſome parts not 
10; the Appenine mountains in a 
manner cover it on the land fide, 
and ſeparate it from the countries 
of Nice, Piedmont, the Montferrat, 
the Milaneſe and Parmeſan. The

There are in the city 30 pa- 
riſh churches, 20 colleges, and as 
many convents and religious houſes, 
and it is the ſee of an archb. The 
legiſlative authority is lodged in the 
great ſenate, conſiſting of the ſig- 
niory, and 400 noblemen and prin- 
ci x! omg elected annually out 
of the freemen. The figniory con- 
fiſts of the D. and 12 other members, 
who hold their places two years; to 
whom, aſſiſted by ſome other coun- 


cils, is committed the adminiſtration 


of the government, four parts in five 
of the ſenate muft agree to the en- 
acting laws. The Doge is obliged 
to reſide in the palace the two years 
he is in office, with two of the ſig- 
niory and their families; and after 
he has ſerved his two years, he re- 
tires to his own houſe for eight days, 


when his adminiſtration is Approved 


or condemned, and if it be cenſured, 
he is proceeded againſt as 2 criminal. 
When the Doge is elected, a crown 
of gold is ſet on his head, and a 
ſcepter put into his right hand, as 
K. of Corſica, which ifland is ſub, 
to this republic, His guards. are 
equal to thoſe of other crowned 
heads, and he is cloathed in robes 
of crimſon velvet, and complimented 
with the title of Moſt Serene. The 
ſenators are ſtiled their Excellencies, 
and the nobility Illuſtrious. The 
- Nobility derive their titles from the 
lands they poſſeſs in Naples, Milan, 
and other countries; but the re- 
public ſuffers much by permitting 
her ſubjects to purchaſe honours and 
_ eſtates of foreign Princes, for this 
- renders the principal families amongſt 
them ſubject to another juriſdiction. 
When the Spaniards poſſeſſed Milan 
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reateſt princes; the. 
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and Naples, they were obliged to be 
governed by Spaniſh councils, and 
when the Auſtrians poſleſs thoſe 
countries, the Auſtrians influence 
their affairs, which ſometimes draws 
on them the reſentment of other 
powers, particularly the French, 


who have not only bombarded their 


towns, but obſtructed their foreign 
trade; and their formidable fleets, 
which heretofore gained fo many 
victories over the Greeks, the Ve- 
netians, Turks, Spaniards, &c. and 
ſettled ſo many colonies in Aſia and 
the Euxine ſea, are now dwindled 
to ſix gallies; and when they would 


have increaſed them, the French 
.ordered them to forbear increaſing 
their navy at their peril. Their 


forces at land are uſually about 4 or 
5000, and they can increaſe them 
to 20,000. Their ordinary revenue 
is computed at 200,000 l. per ann. 
but they can increaſe it conſiderably, 
many of their ſubjects being very 
rich. There is a bank at Genoa, 
which has part of the publick duties 
for its fund. The crown of Spain is 


very much in debt to this Republic, 


for money lent ever ſince the reign 
of Philip II. and other ſums taken 
up ſince, for which Spain continues 
to pay the intereſt, or part of it, to 
this day, but has never offered to 


repay any of the principal. Their 


country being but a barren ſpot, they 
uſually keep two or three years pro- 
viſions of corn, wine and oil, and 
other neceſlaries in their magazines, 
which they ſell out at reaſonable 
prices, in ſcarce years, to the peo- 
ple. The chief manufaftories of 
Genoa are rich ſilks, velvets, and 
brocades, of which they export a- 
bundance, together with wine, oil, 
fruits, anchovies, ſweet-meats, and 
ſeveral forts of drugs. The cele- 
brated Andrew Doria, one of the 
greateſt admirals and generals of his 
time, freed his country frem the 
tyranny of the French and Spaniards,

__ Germany is generally a level coun- 
towards the N. and E. conſiſting 
of a barren ſand, or marſh: on the S. 
it is encumbered with the mountains 
of the Alps, but in the middle of the 
country there is a variety of hills, 
vallies, fruitful fields, and meadows ; 
eipecially along the banks of their 
great rivers, the Danube, Rhine, &c. 
Abundance of fine cities, caſtles and 
palaces, adorn it, and it is much 
more populous than France. 
Charlemain, the fon of Pepin, 
K. of France, laid the foundation 
of the German erapire, in. the year 
Soo, being then ſovereign of Italy and 
great part of Spain, and the S. of 
Germany, as well as France; the 
Empire being afterwards divided a- 
mong the poſterity of Charlemain, 
the ſovereign of Germany and Italy 
only retained the title of Emperor, 
the Princes of the Empire being then 
his vaſſals. The Imperial crown 
was hereditary for 300 years after 
Charlemain, when the Pope, to leſſen 
the Imperial authority and advance 
His own, incited the German Princes 
to alter the conſtitution, and render 
the Imperial crown elective. And 
during the ſtruggles between the Em- 
peror and the Pope for ſuperiority, 
feveral ſovereign ſtates and principa- 
lities were erected in Italy and Ger- 
many, which claimed an indepen- 
dency on either. 
The Emperors, after the heredi- 
tary line was broke, were af firſt 
elected by the body of the people, 
which occaſioned ſome confuſion, 
the nobility and great officers of ſtate, 
excluded the common people from 
their ſhare in the election, and choſe 
the Emperor themſelves, and the 


number of. Electors was at length 


reduced to ſeven, viz. the Arch- 
' biſhops of Mentz, Triers, and Co- 
logn, the K. of Bohemia, the D. 
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of Saxony, the Palſgrave, or Prinee 
Palatine of the Rhine, and the 
Marquis of Brandenburg; to whom 


the Dukes of Bavaria and Hanover 


have been fince added. But not- 
withſtanding the Imperial dignity 


Was elective, the Auſtrian family 


found means to continue it in that 
houſe for 300 years, till for want 
of male - iſſue of the houſe of Auſtria, 
the elector of Bavaria was choſen 
Emperor, anno 1742; who con- 
tending for the hereditary dominions 
of the houſe of Auſtria, brought 
himſelf into great difficulties, ruined 


his native country of Bavaria, and 


after a ſhort and troubleſome reign, 
died in his own capital, on the gth 
day of January, anno 17945. 
The Emperor is now choſen by the 
nine Electors on a demiſe, unleſs a 
K. of the Romans hath been choſen 
in the preceding reign, and then he 
ſucceeds of courſe. | 

The Emperor is the fountain of 
honour in Germany, and diſpoſes of 
almoſt all places and honours, civil 
and military, except thoſe that are 
hereditary; as the great chancellor, 
treaſurer, &c. which are rather ho- 
norary than lucrative poſts. 

By the golden bull, the perſon 


elected Emperor, ought to be a 


Chriſtian Prince, of German extrac- 
tion, and 28 years of age, and is ob- 
liged to ſign a capitulation which 
the Electors preſent him, before he 
is inſtalled; by which he promiſes 
to maintain the rights and privileges 
of the Electors, Princes and States 
of the empire, that he will not alie- 
nate the lands or revenues of the 


crown, that he will not introduce 
foreign forces, or employ foreigners 


in his ſervice. PE 

The Emperor's ordinary revenue 
ariſes from the crown lands, fines, 
forfeitures and confiſcations, and he 
is heir general to all the princes and 
nobility of the empire, that leave 


no heirs male. There is alſo a tax,

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ſquare is the ſtatue of the Emperor 
Charles V. K. of Spain, who was 


born in the caſtle; and here John 


of Gaunt, ſon of Edward III. K. of 
England, was born. The ſilk, li- 
nen, and woollen manufactures, 
flouriſh here; they have a great 
trade in corn, and it is exceedingly. 
well ſituated for a foreign trade, by 
the numerous rivers and canals. 
The French poſſeſſed themſelves of 
this city, and the reſt of the towns 
in Flanders, on the death of Charles 


II. K. of Spain, in the name of the 


D. of Anjou, whom they ſet upon 
the throne of Spain; but it fur- 
rendered to K. Charles II and his 
confederates, immediately after the 
victory they obtained over the French 
at Ramillies, anno 1706. The 
French ſurprized Ghent again, anno 


1708, as they did alſo the city of 


Bruges, but the D. of Marlborough 
having reduced the city of Liſle, and 
inveſted Ghent in December follow- 
ing, the city ſurrendered within 2 or 
3 days, though the French had an 
army of 20,000 men in the place; 
and they immediately after evacuated 
all the Auſtrian Flanders.

* GranT's CAUSEWAY, a pro- 
montory in the co. of Antrim, and 
pr. of Ulſter, in Ireland, ſit. in W.

gular, but moſt of them are 5 and 


5 fided, but all the ſides are irregu-

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meter; every pillar has as many 
others joined round it as it hath ſides, 
except the outward ones, which ſhew 
1, 2, or 3 faces to view, Some of 
them are much longer and higher 
than the reſt, ſome ſhorter and more 
broken; ſome, for a pretty large 
ſpace, of equal height, ſo that their 
tops make an even ſurface. Every 
pillar is made up of ſeveral joints or 
pieces, from 12 to 24 inches long, 
not joined together by flat ſurfaces; 
but when one part of the pillar is 
ſeparated from the other, one piece 
is always concave, and the other 
convex, joined to each other in a 
kind of articulation. Some of the 
columns are 36 feet high above the 
ſtrand ; how far they reach under 
pound 1s not known, tho' they have 
een traced 8 feet deep. The ſtone 
is an heavy dark brown grit, abound- 
ing with iron ore. The whole Cauſe- 
way is undoubtedly natural, though 
ſome are ſo ſilly as to imagine it to 
be the production of art. It is ſaid 
that ſomething like it may be ſeen 
on the oppoſite coaſt of Scotland.

The 
French and Spaniards attempted to 
retake it the ſame year, and four 
or five hundred of them crept up 
the rock which covers the town, in 
the night-time, but were drove down 
headlong.the next morning, They 
befieged it again in 3727, but were

They attempted at this fiege to blow 
up the rock with gun-powder, but 
The ſtrait, 
to which this town gives name, is 
about 24 m. long, and 15 broad, and 
there is a ſtrong current ſets through 
it from the Ocean to the Mediterra- 
nean, which requires a briſk gale to 
ſtem it.

lon. and from 60 to 80 degrees of N. 
lat. Cape Farewell being the moſt 
ſoutherly point of land. This country 
has a barbarous kind of inhabitants, 
and the Danes have fome colonies 
here, claiming the dominion of this 
part of the world; and they have 
lent ſome miflionaries thither, to 
make proſelites of the Pagan inha- 
bitants, who have met with ſome 
ſucceſs, they tell us. But the people 
ſeem to be { untractable generally, 
and the ſoil and climate fo unkind, 
that no nation will ever endeavour 
to deprive the Danes of their poſſeſ- 
ſion *tis preſumed. The fiſhery on 
the coaſt ſeems to be all that's worth 
contending for; and this the Dutch 
make very free with, notwithſtand- 
ing the repreſentations and menaces 
of the Danes upon that head. See 
Groenland.

upwards. There are abundance of 
little Princes and States in the inland 
country, who are uſually at war, and 
ſell their priſoners to the Europeans 
for fla ves; others make it their buſi- 
neſs to traffic to diſtant countries to 
purchaſe ſlaves, or ſteal them, and 
bring them down to the coaſt to make 
money of them. And there are thoſe 
that will {ell their neareſt relations, 
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if they have an opportunity. The 
African traders do not only viſit this 
coaſt, which is properly called Guinea, 
but all the W. coaſt of Africa, from

All proviſions are plen- 
tiful here, and their beer has fuch a 
reputation, that they export a great 
deal of it. They have very ele- 
gant gardens and ſummer-houſes for 
ſeveral miles about the town, on the 
land ſide, and on the water, ſhips 
come up to their doors, to deliver 
and take in their lading; the tide 
flowing 16 miles above the town. 
It is an imperial city, or ſovereign 
ſtate, governed by its own magi- 
ſtrates, ſubje& only to the general 
laws of the Empire, as other Princes 
and ſtates are; but the people have 
ſometimes diſputed the authority of 
the ſenate, of late years, and the 
Empire has interpoſed, and compelled 
them to put an end to their diſſen- 
ſions by force. And the K. of Den- 
mark, as D. of Holſtein, ſometimes 
lays claim, to the dominion of this 
city, and extorts money from them, 


for as he is poſſeſſed of the fortreſs 


of Gluckſtat, towards the mouth of 
the river, it lies in his power to 
diſtreſs them pretty much. Their 
liberties alſo are ſometimes endan- 
gered by religious diſputes with the 
Roman Catholics, in whoſe behalf 
the Emperor ſometimes interpoſes, 
as he did in the year 1708, com- 


manding a body of troops to march 


into the city, and they were farced to 
buy their peace. They are at vari- 
ance alſo with other denominations. 
of Proteſtants, for the Lutheran per- 
ſuaſion is eſtabliſhed in this city; and 
they will tolerate no others, whether 
Popiſh or Proteſtant, except in the 
chapels of foreign miniſters, and 
will ſuffer none of their ſubjects to 
reſort to theſe,

tion to his revenue, by the ſubſi- 
dies they bring in from ſovereign 
powers. The 12,000 Heſhans in 
Britiſh pay, for five years, were 
computed to be worth above a my- 
lion ſterling to him, and it is not te 
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be doubted but he has made a great 
deal by French ſubſidies. Asthere are 
four. branches of this family, viz. 
Heſle-Caſſel, Homberg, Darmitat, and 
Rhinefield, they are of different per- 
ſuaſions in the point of religion. The 
ſubjects of Heſſe-Caſſel are Calviniſts, 
as their late ſovereign was, till he 
mounted the throne of Sweden, but he 
was compelled to turn Lutheran then, 
and abjure Calviniſm. Prince Frede- 
TIC, the eldeſt ſon of the preſent Land- 
grave, has embraced Popery. The 
Landgr. of Heſſe-Homberg is a Cal- 
viniſt, Darmſtat is a Lutheran, and 
the Landgrave of Heſſe-Rhinefield is 
a2 Papiſt. Some part of Heſſe pro- 
duces corn and wine, eſpecially near 
the rivers Rhine, and Lohn, and they 
ſeed numerous flocks of ſheep in their 
Plains, whoſe wool is ſaid to equal 
that of England, but great part of 
the country is foreſt, eſpecially on the 
N. la their mountains are mines 
of copper and lead, which yield them 
conſiderable profit. This country is 
held to be the ancient ſeat of the 
Catti, mentioned by Tacitus,

uſed to victual their ſhips. The 
French finding the iſland almoſt de- 
ſerted, took poſſeſſion of the N. W. 
part of it, which they ſtill poſſeſs; 
whereupon the Spaniards returned and 
took poſſeſſion of Domingo, and the 
S. part of the iſland again, to pre- 
vent other nations ſeizing of that, 
and interrupting their navigation to 
the continent. The country is pretty 
well ſtocked with timber, viz. oak, 
cedar, pine, braſil-wood, manchinea}, 
the maho, and acoma tree, and ſuch. 
fruit-trees as are found between the 
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Spaniards have plantations of ſugar 
here, and have in a manner beaten 
the Engliſh out of that trade. Hiſ- KB 
paniola alſo produces tobaceo, ang mn 
feveral gums and medicinal drugs. i 
The capital city of St. Domingo was | 
taken by Sir Francis Drake, the En- i 
gliſh admiral, anno 1586; but quit- i 
ted again, as ſeveral other places 
were, in the reign of Q. Elizabeth;

Their 
drink was milk and water, or but- 
ter-milk, *till the Dutch introduced 
ſtrong liquors, which they are very 
fond of, Their houſes are round huts 
conſiſting of one room, covered with 
hides, or mats, where all ages and 
ſexes lie promiſcuouſly, tho' every 
man has his own wives, ſeldom above 
three. A cirele of theſe huts upon 
2 common, is called a kraal, or Hot- 
tentot's town, but looks more like a 
camp, and, hke our tents, they re- 
move thera from one part of the 
country to another, when they want 
freſh paſture for their cattle. Every 
nation has a ſovereign Prince, whoſe 


title is hereditary, but then he has 


2 great council, which conſiſts of 
the chiefs of every kraal, or town, 
of his nation, without whoſe concur- 
rence hedoes nothing of conſequence ; 


and the chief of every kraal has an 


hereditary right to his command; 
but neither their Kings or chiefs have 
any revenue, but ſubſiſt on their 


own ſtock of cattle, and what they 


take in hunting. Their arms are a 
ſpear, or half pike, a bow and beard- 
ed arrows, and a dart of a foot long. 
They never fight on horſeback, but 
diſcipline their bulls to run at, and 
diſorder an enemy. | | 
They expoſe their fathers in the 
fields to be devoured by wild beaſts, 
When they become infirm and uſeleſs, 
as they do their female children when 
they have more than one at a birth, 
As to their religion, they believe a 
God who created the heaven and 
earth, and that he is good, but they 
build him no temples, nor worſhip 
him, or have any images, or repre- 
ſentations of him; but at the ap- 
pearance of the new moon, and at 


the full moons, they aſſemble, dance 


in circles, and make great rejoicings, 


throwing themſelves into ſurprizing 


diſtortions of body, ſtare wildly at 


the heavens, croſſing their foreheads 
with a red ſtone, and invoking the 


H O 
moon to be propitious, and ſend 
them ſeaſonable weather, and paſture 

for their cattle. They continue 
dancing, ſhouting, and proftrating 
themſelves on the earth the whole 
night, and part of the next day, with 
ſome ſhort intervals, reſting only 
when they are quite ſpent with the 
violence of the action. They alſo 
worſhip their departed heroes, and 
conſecrate woods, mountains, and 


rivers to their memory, which when 


they paſs by, they put up a ſhort 
prayer to the deity of the place, and 
ſometimes dance about it. They 
have one rite peculiar to theſe people, 
which is the depriving the males of 
the left teſticle at 8 or 9 years of 
age; at the performance whereof 3 
ſheep is ſacrificed, and eaten by the 
company invited to it. They ſa» 
crifice alſo, and have feftivals on 2 
victory, and other jovful occaſions, 
and upon the removal of their kraal, 
or town (as they always do upon the 
death of any perſon in it) they ſacri- 
fice a ſheep. Tis evident they be- 
lieve a future ſtate, and the immor- 
tality of the ſou}, by the werfhip 
they pay to their departed heroes, 
and by the fears they entertain of 
their friends appearing to them after 
death; which is the reaſon of re- 
moving their camp, believing the 
dead never haunt any place but where

here by the ſword as well as ſickneſs, 
while they contended for the domi- 
nion of it with the Turks the laſt 
200 years. 

The conſtitution of the govern- 
ment was a limited monarchy, and 
the crown elective, until the houſe 


of Auitria found means to influence - 


the States ſo far as to render the 
Sovereign abſolute, and the crown 


hereditary, which is now raten 


by the Empreſs Queen. 

The ettabliſhed religion is popery, 
but half the people are proteſtants, 
who have ſuffered a very long and 
. ſevere perſecution from the houſe of 
Auſtria, and have been thereby fre- 
quently provoked to join the Turks, 
the French, and other enemies of 
that houſe: but in the late war they 
were the principal ſupport of the 
Empreſs. 

Their troopers are called Huſfars, 
and their foot Heydukes: and the 
Inſurgents are a militia that are raiſed 
on the laſt neceſſity. 

No country is better furniſhed with 
baths and mineral waters, and the 
buildings of thoſe at Buda were eſ- 
teemed the moft magnificent of any 
baths in Europe, while that city was 
under the dominion of the Turk,

The wind ſets on the ſhore almoſt

Earth- 
quakes ſometimes happen here; the 
town of Port Royal was almoſt ſwal- 
lowed up by one in the year 1692. 
In the mountains it rains and thun- 
ders almoſt every day; it ſometimes 
hails here, but they never ſee froſt 


or ſnow. Their rainy ſeaſons, in the 


flat country, are in May and October, 
when they continue a fortnigbt; and 
theſe are the ſeaſons for planting. 
The Engliſh inhabitants are much 
decreaſed of late years; there are 
four Negroes to one white man. Of 
the blacks there may be an 100,000, 
and there is a raixed breed of Malat- 
toes and Meſtiſe. The Engliſh eat 
much the ſame food as in England, 
and ſome other ſorts, as yams, 
tatoes, rice, bread of Indian corn, 
and caſſavi root, turtle, or tortoiſe. 
and the tropical fruits, fuch as gua- 
va's, plaintains, cocoa-nuts and pine- 
apples; their wheat flour is all im- 
ported. Their liquors are water, 
Madeira wine, rum punch, and ſome 
Iiquors made of plantains and other 
fruits. The produce of the iſland is 
chiefly ſugar, but they have planta- 
tions of coffee, of the cocoa, or cho- 
colate nut, indico and tobacco, Ja- 
maica pepper, cotton, woods for 
dying, and the mahogany and man- 
chineel wood, ſalt, ginger, medici- 
nal drugs and gums. The water is 
unwholeſome near the fea-coaſts, 
and has deſtroyed thouſands of En- 
gliſh ſeamen at Port-Royal. The 
common diſtempers of the country 
are fevers, fluxes and, the dry gripes. 
This iſland was firſt diſcovered by 
Columbus, anno 1493; and the Spa- 
niards continued poſſeſſed of it above 
150 years, in which time they de- 
ſtroyed moſt of the natives. The 
Engliſh made themſelves maſters of 
it with very little oppoſition, in the 
year 1686, under the command of 
Pen and Venables, after they had 
been diſappointed in their attempt 
Bpon Hiſpaniola. |

They 
are obliged to attend the court one 
Half of the year, and have each of 
them a houſe within the verge of 
the King's palace, at Jeddo. The 
_ Eldeſt ſons of the nobility alſo, have 
their education at court, where they 
are kept till they are preferred to 
ſome poſt. This prince is attended 
by g or 6,000 of his guards when he 
goes out, and keeps up an army of 
2.0,000 horſe, and 100,000 foot, 
though to what purpoſe 1s not eaſy 
to conceive, having no enemies to 
contend with, unleſs he ſuſpects his 
vaſſals may prove malcontents. His 
revenues are greater than thoſe of 
any monarch upon earth, and even 
than all of them together, if we 
might credit thoſe who have written 
of this country; and anſwerable to 
this immenſe revenue, do they make 
the riches of the country, pretend 
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ing that their palaces are covered 
with gold plates inſtead of tiles, 
Such accounts as thele are given us 
by the Portugueſe, who firſt traf- 
fick'd with this country, and by 
ſome of our country-men, who 
traded to Japan 150 years ago; but 
theſe and all other Chriſtians have 
been baniſhed Japan theſe laſt hun- 
dred years on pretence of a conſpi- 
racy the Portugueſe and dae e 
proſelytes had formed againſt the 
ſtate. The Dutch only were admit- 
ted to trade thither afterwards; and 
they were permitted this privilege, 
*tis ſaid, on declaring they were no 
Chriſtians, and then trampling upon 
the crois to confirm the Japaneſe in 
this opinion, And the Japaneſe are 
ſo ſuſpicious even of the Dutch, 
that when any of their ſhips arrive, 
they take away their guns, fails and 
helm, and carry them on ſhore till 
they are ready to ſail; and the Dutch 
factors, who are ſhut up in a little 
peninſula, during the 8 months their 
ſhipping is abſent annually, are not 
ſuffered to have ſo much as a lighted 


candle in their houſes, in the night 


time. The goods the Dutch carry 
to Japan, are ſpices, ſugars, ſilks, 
woollen and linen cloth, elephants 
teeth, and haberdaſhery wares; for 
which they receive in return, gold, 
filver, fine copper, cabinets, and other 
Japan and lacquered wares. 'The Ja- 
paneſe uſe neither tables, beds, or 
chairs, but fit and lie upon carpets 
and matts, as the Turks do.

By tranſ- 
planting ſuch numbers, they peopled 
their colonies in Java, and ſecured 


the countries they had ſubdued, 


againſt any inſurrections, or con- 
ſpiracies, that might be formed a- 
gainſt them in thoſe iſlands and 
countries; for having the moſt con- 
ſiderable families in their power, 
which they had ſpared from thoſe 
maſſacres they had committed in the 
fpice iſlands and elſewhere, it was 

eſumed the remainder would not 

ve the ſpirit, or power, to at- 


J 5 o ; 
tervpt any thing againſt their tyrants. 
Beſides land forces, the Dutch have 
fuch a fleet of men of war in their 


Ports in Java, that they command 


all the coaſt of Aſia and Africa, and 
give laws to the Europeans who 
trade in thoſe ſeas, as well as to the 
natives, not ſuftering the Europeans 
to trade with any of the Indian na- 
tions but thoſe they ſee fit. They 


have actually excluded the Engliſh, 
and all other nations, from thoſe 


countries where the fine ſpices grow, 
and from all commerce with the 
great iſlands of Java and Macaſſar, 
or Celebes, and the continent of Ma- 
lacca. And by their fleets and gar- 
riſons near the ſtraits of Malacca and 
Sunda, can at any time exclude all 
nations from the trade to China, The 
iſland of Java is mountainous in the 
middle, but near the ſhore it is a le- 
vel country, and encumbered with 


e bogs and moraſſes pretty much, ex- 
and the ſtraits of Sunda and Suma- 


cept near Batavia, Bantam, and o- 
ther Dutch colonies, where the lands 
are well drained and cultivated. The 
only corn almoſt that grows in the 
country is rice. They have allo 
plantations of ſugar, coffee and tobac- 
co; and their kitchen gardens pro- 
duce peas, beans, roots, ſallads, me- 
lons, &c. They have alſo abundance 
of grapes, but the climate is too hot 
for wine. They have cocoes, man- 
goes, oranges, and ſuch other fruits 
as grow between the Tropics, and 
a great deal of good oak, cedar, red- 
wood, and other timber. The Dutch 
levy what taxes they pleaſe on 
the inhabitants, but the Chineſe 
who were ſome of the experteſt mer- 
chants on that fide of the world, 
brought tbem in the moſt conſide- 
rable revenue, by. the duties and 
cuſtoms they paid, and yet grew 


vaſtly rich and powerful, as the 


Dutch gave out, and entered in- 
to confpiracies to diſpoſſeſs them 


of the iſland, and that they, the 


Dutch, had no way to ſecure them- 


ſelves but by a general maſſacre 'of 


the Chineſe, which they put in exe- 
cution, in the year 1740, But the 


Dutch in Europe, pretended to be a-

larmed at the barbarity of the action, 
and ſent orders to Batavia, to try the 
governor for the fact.

Hend himſelf in danger from naked 
unarmed men: it is reported, that 
not only the gevernor, but many 
of the ſoldiers and others, who were 
concerned in this terrible maſſacre, 
(wherein 20, ooo men, women and 
children, were deſtroyed) grew im- 
menſely rich by the plunder of the 
Chineſe, which made it ſuſpected 
that the wealth of that colony was 
the grand inducement the Dutch had 
10 fall upon them.

Their mountains are al- 
ways covered with ſnow, and yet 
there are three Volcano's on them, 
from whence there continually iſſue 
flames and ſmoak. The largeſt of 
them is upon mount Hecla, which 
cannot be approached without dan- 
ger. The Danes have ſeveral colo- 


-nies on the coaſts of this ifland, and 


have perſuaded ſome of the natives, 
who are an honeſt tractable people, 
to profeſs Chriſtianity, but thoſe 
who live at a diſtance from their 
ſettlements, are. ſtill Pagans. The 
Danes and ſome other nations, trade 
with the natives for their hides, tal- 
low, butter, whale-oil and bone, dried 
fiſh, and ſea-horſe teeth, which are 
eſteemed equal to ivory.

in breadth from E. to W. where 
broadeſt, tho* the ſouthern part of 
the peninſula is not 300 m. broad;

Great Mogul. It is frequently called 
Indoſtan, a name ſuppoſed to be de- 
rived from the river Indus, on its 
weſtern frontiers. - It is alſo called 
Mogulftan, from the imperial family 
Now upon the throne, who derive 
their pedigree from Tamerlane, a 
Mogul, or Mogul Tartar. It was 
the Emperor Aurengzebe who made 
. g of Golconda, Viſiapour, 
nd all the ſouthern kingdoms of 
India, about the year 1685. 
The Europeans had very little in- 
tercourſe with India till the year 
1498, when the Portugueſe diſco- 
vered the way thither by ſea, round 
the Cape of Good Hope, and they 
enjoyed that trafic without a rival 
till the year 1600, when the Engliſh 
and Dutch put in for a ſhare of it; 
and theſe three nations have had 
their forts and factories on the con- 
tinent of India ever ſince; but the 
Dutch have driven beth the other 
from the Spice Iflands, and mono- 
polized that trade theſe 100 years 
paſt. The produce of the continent 
of India, and what the Europeans 
import from thence, is chiefly chints, 
calicoes, muſlins, ſome ſilk, and pep- 
per, and diamonds, which are pur- 
chaſed by moſt nations with ſilver, 
but the Dutch frequently barter ſpi- 
ces for them, which makes the India 
trade doubly advantageous to them. 
The northern part of India is a 


on the W. being about 2000 m. in 


being now ſub. or tributary to the

temperate, healthful climate; the 
ſouthern countries too hot, eſpeci- 
ally when the hot winds blow in 
April and May, but they are re- 
freihed with breezes from the ſea 
conſtantly, about noon; for in the 
night, and early in the morning, the 
wind ſets off the ſhore, and blows 
on the ſhore the reſt of the day. 


The periodical rains viſit them in 


June, and continue *'till October,, 
Which is the ſeaſon for planting and 
ſowing their lands towards the S, 
where they have ſczrce any grain but 
rice, In the northern countries they 
have good wheat, and almoſt all 
manner of grain; and in one part or 
other of the Mogul's dominions every 
thing 1s produced that can render life 
deſirable, except liberty; for though 
the ſubjects that are at a diſtance 
from court live as eaſily as under 
moſt monarchies, yet the Mogul is 


an abſolute Prince, and can come 


mand their lives and fortunes at plea- 
ſure. The Blacks inhabit the ſouth- 
ern part of India, and are a people 
lately conquered the complexion of 
thoſe in the northern provinces is 
either white or an olive;. theſe are 
the governing part of the nation, 
and of the Mahometan religion; the 
reft are Pagans, and worſhip idols of 
various ſhapes, ſome very monſtrous, 
part human, and part beaſt or fiſh, 
and icarce any living animal but they 
adore, particularly the ox and the 
monkey. The Mogul's forces are 
computed to amount to 300,000 


horſe, ſome have called them a mil- 


lion, beſides the forces of the Ra- 


jas, or tributary Princes, who are 


obliged to attend the Mogul with 
their reſpective troops. In the fair 
ſeaſon, the Mogul uſually takes the 
field, and makes a tour about part 


of his dominions, and all manner of 


tradeſmen, merchants, and mecha- 
mics, follow the camp, fcarce any 


body is left in the great towns; 


there are markets of all kinds in the 


camp, as in the beſt regulated towns; 


and when the time of the rains ap- 
proach, they return into the towns 
| AgalN, 
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yain. The Mogul's annual revenue 
is computed to amount to between 
40 and co millions ſterling, ariſing 
by the produce of the ſoil (of which 
he is proprietor, aswell as ſovereign, 
and every one is obliged to pay ſuch 
a rent as is required by his com- 
miſſaries) by duties and cuſtoms on 
merchandize, by forfeitures and eſ- 
cheats, being heir to all his great 
officers, and by preſents, which are 
expected from all his governors, and 
thoſe who have a dependance on 
him; and laſtly, by the produce of 
the diamond mines of Golconda, 
which is not inconſiderable. | 

InDia beyond Ganges, lies be- 
tween 92 and 104 degrees of E. lon, 
and between the Equator and 30 
degrees of N. lat. bounded by Thi- 
bet and Bouton on the N. by China, 


Tonquin, and Cochin-China, on the 


E. by the Indian Ocean on the S. 
and by the Hither India, the bay 
of Bengal, and the ſtraits of Ma- 
lacca, on the W. being near 2000 
m. in length from N. to S. but of 
a very unequal breadth ;z in which 
limits are comprehended the King- 
doms of Aſem, Ava, Fegu, Laos, 
Siam, Cambodia, and Malacca, 
governed by as many Indian Princes; 
only the 
the dominion of Malacca. The 
government in theſe. countries 1s 
monarchical, but what the revenues 
or forces of the reſpective Princes 
may be, is uncertain; we having 
but very little intercourſe with moſt 
of them, except near the coaſt. 
Great part of this country lying fo 


near the Equator, would be intole- 


rably hot, if it were not for the pe- 
riodical rains which overflow the 
country, when the Sun is vertical; 


and they were not refreſhed every 


day by the ſea breezes. But then 
they have this inconveniency, that 
they are forced to build their houſes 
upon high wooden pillars, and live 
in their upper rooms during the flood, 


which laſts 4 or 5 months, and can 


have no communication with one 
another but by boats, in the flat 
denntry. The complexion of the na-

tives of all the Further India, is an 


olive colour; their religion Paganiſm, 
of various ſects. There is no country 


where there are ſuch numbers of 


elephants as in the Further India, 
and conſequently they muſt have a 
great deal of ivory. Here alſo our 
merchants meet with gold and pre- 


cious ſtones, canes, opium, and ſueh 


other articles as are uſually found in 
countries within the Tropics. But 
there is no other corn than rice, 
which they plant in the beginning of 
the rains, and the flood increaſing 
as It grows, they have no occaſion 


to water their fields, and when the 


waters retire, it is the time of their 
harveſt. |

venomous animal is found in it. 
The area, or ſuperficial content of 
the whole kinpdom is, by the near- 
eſt computation from ſurvey, found 
to be 11,042,642 Iriſh plantation 
acres, or 17,927,864 acres of Eng- 
liſh ſtatute meaſure; and is held to 
bear proportion to England and 
Wales as 18 to 30.] It is divided 
into four large provinces, viz. Ulſter 
on the North, Leinſter on the E, 
Munſter on the S. and Connaught 
on the W. It is a fruitful, level 


country, well watered with lakes 


and rivers, too much encumbered 
with bogs and moraſſes, but where 
theſe are drained they - make very 
good meadow ground; and there is 


this convenience in the ſoftneſs of 


the ſoil, that they may cut canals, 
and open a communication by water, 
from one part of the kingdom to the 


other by lakes, rivers, and canals, . 


as they do in Holland. The ſoil 
ſeems to be richer in Ireland than 
in England, and produces corn, paſ- 


ture, hemp, and flax in abundance. 


Their cattle abound to that degree, 
that they furniſh France, Flanders, 
Spain, Portugal, and the Weſt- 
Indies, with their beef and butter 


and Engliſh ſhips are frequently 


victualled here. They abound alſo 
in excellent wool, - which would 
bring them in treaſure enough, if 
they were ſuffered to manufacture 
it, and export their cloth. And

whether the Engliſh have done them- 
ſelves any ſervice by ſuppreſſing this 
manufacture in Ireland, and ſufter- 
ing the French to underſell us, and 
run away with the woollen trade in 
foreign markets, is a queſtion that 
may eaſily be anſwered. Their li- 
nen manufacture indeed 1s come to 
ſent perfeCtion, and vaſtly increaſed. 

his country is exceedingly well ſi- 
tuated for trade, and has a great many 
ſecure and commodious harbours. 
They want only a little countenance 
and encouragement from England, to 
make them a great and wealthy 
people. Their laws differ but little 
from thoſe of England, any more 
than their courts of juſtice,-but they 
muſt be approved by the K. of 
Great Britain in council; and an act 
of the Engliſh parliament will repeal, 
or alter, any of their laws. They 
can appeal alſo from a decree of 
their courts, to the houſe of peers in 
Great Britain. The members of the 
commons keep their ſeats in parlia- 
ment for life, unleſs the King diſ- 
ſolves them, or there happen a demiſe 
of the crown, The Lord Lieute- 
nant, or Lord Deputy, and council, 
are appointed from time to time by 
the King; and there is uſually a body 
of 12,000 men kept in pay on 
the Iriſh eſtabliſhment, but ſcarce 
any of the natives of that country 
amongſt them. They live in bar- 
racks, and are not quartered on the 
public houſes, as in England, ex- 
cept on a march, As to religion 
fix parts in ſeven of them are 
Papiſts, but connived at: there 
are allo a multitude of Diſſenters 
in the N. of Ireland. The eſta- 
bliſhed church is the ſame as in Eng- 
land, governed by 4 archbiſhops and 
* and their clergy are gene- 
rally better provided for than in Eng- 
land. Dublin is the only univerſity 
in the Kingdom, and that conſiſts of 


one college, in which there are about 


Goo ſtudents of all forts. In this 
fruitful country the common people 
are ſo hard put to it to get a livali- 
hood, that many thouſands of them 
have trapſported theraſelves of late 


ER 


years to the American plantations; 
Their nobility and men of fortune 


_ uſually reſide in London, and take 


but little care of their country : they 
ſcrew up their tenants to the higheſt 
rack rents, till they brezk them, 
and ſpending all the produce of their 
eſtates abroad, their native country 
remains in a languithing condition. 
There are ſome noble exceptions, 'tis 
true, where gentlemen have applied 
the produce of their fortunes to the 
encouragement of their manufactures 
and improvement of that excellent 
ſoil, whoſe example may poſſibly in- 
duce others to try what improvement 
may be made for the ſervice of their 
country, and their own particular 
advantage. [The four provinces, coun- 
ties, cities, boroughs, biſhops ſees, 
poſt and market towns, mountains, 
lakes, rivers, &c. will be found diſ- 
perſed, under their proper articles, in 
the preſent edition, where will be 
found a more compleat geographical 
deſcription of this country than hath 
hitherto been publiſhed.]

quakes that happen here: and they 
have no occaſion to provide againſt 
>xain or ſtormy weather, there being 
neither rain or ſtorms to diſturb them 
on this coaſt; but their earthquakes 


are very terrible; the city was almoſt 


overturned by them in the years i 586 
and 1687, and.almoſt deſtroyed a- 
gain by an earthquake in Oct. 17 46. 
They would be too happy if it were 
not for ſuch ſhocks; for the adja-

There are 40 pa- 
riſh churches beſides the cathedral, 
and 40 convents of both ſexes. There 
are ſeveral handſome ſquares ; the 
fineſt of them has the king's palace 
on one fide, and on another ſide the 
river, from whence may be ſeen 
large fleets of ſhips at anchor, and 
others y going in and out 
of that ſpacious harbour. In this 
3 ** they have their bull fights ; 
and all people of diſtinction aſſemble 
to ſee the combats between the ca- 
valiers and the brutes, their adver- 
ſaries. And here alſo the officers of 
the inquiſition perform thoſe terrible 
execyutigns of burning and roaſting 

med 
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men alive, who happen to be of a 
different faith from thoſe of the Ro- 
miſh church. At theſe executions, 
people of diſtinction (ladies as well 
as gentlemen) aſſemble, and are 
taught to rejoice and huzza at the 


murdering and torturing a helpleſs, 


3 man, as if they had gained 

A victory over their enemies. The 
harbour of Liſbon will contain ſe- 
veral thouſand fail of ſhips, which 
ride in the greateſt ſecurity ; and the 
city being viewed from the river, or 
the ſouthern ſhore, affords a fine 
proſpect, the buildings riſing gradu- 


ally from the river up the hills, on 


which it ſtands. Nor is the proſpect 
| leſs entertaining if we look from the 
town, where we ſee a river 3 miles 
over, underneath, and ſhips of every 
nation of Europe almoſt riding in it; 
and beyond, a beautiful country, in- 
termixed with towns and villages. 
The ſhips ride in 18 fathom water 
in the harbour; but the entrance is 
difficult, and cannot be paſſed with- 
out a pilot, which is indeed the caſe 
of moſt great rivers. There is no 
port town of Europe that has a more 
extenſive foreign trade, except Lon- 
don and Amſterdam.

a mixture of Germans, Danes, Poles, 
Sweces, and Ruſhans. Terrible were 
the calamities which this country 
ſuffered in the beginning of this 
century; for, while the Ruffians 
„und Swedes were 5 for the 
10 
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dominion of it, the Czar Peter the 
Great, doubting whether he ſhould 
be able to maintain the poſſeſſion of 
that part of the country he had ta- 
ken from the Swedes, permitted the 
Calmucks and other Tartars of his 


army to commit unheard of barba- 


rities. And at length, when the 
Czar had made an entire conqueſt of 
the country, - obſerving the natives 
to be more inclined to their old ma- 
ſters the Swedes than to Ruffia, he 
compelled the natives to abandon 
their country, and drove multitudes 
of them in chains as far as the con- 
fines of the Caſpian ſea; though the 
Czarina Catharine prevailed on the 
Czar afterwards to recall them, ſhe 
being a native of this country; but 


moſt of them periſhed before that 


edi& was publiſhed. The Livonians 
alſo were afflicted by plague and fa- 
mine, and their country miſerably 
haraſſed and laid waſte before they 
were driven from it, and other Ruſ- 
ſian nations being introduced here, 
the Czarina now remains in the quiet 
poſſeſſion of all Livonia.

Much the greateſt part of the 
town lies on the N. fide of the river 
Thames; the body of it rifing gra- 


dually from the river, and ſtanding, 


for the moſt part upon an eminence;

the town, and that part of it which 
Hes on the S. fide of the river, lie 
low, and, at ſpring tides, are ſubject 
There are no hills in the 
town, except that we aſcend ,rom 
the river, that to Holborn, and that 
we aſcend to the cathedral of St. 


Paul's from the bottom of Holborn + 
and Fleet-ſtreet. The principal ſtreets 


are generally level, exceedingly well 
built, and extended to a very great 
length. Theſe are inhabited by tradeſ- 
men, whoſe houſes and ſhops make 
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a much better ſigure than thoſe of any 


other tradeſmen in Europe. People 
of diſtinction uſually reſide in large 
elegant ſquares, of which there are 
great numbers at the W. end of the 
town, near the court. And here 
we find the royal palace, which 

makes no great figure, but is fit. in 
a pleaſant park, where we ſee great 
numbers of people of the firſt quality 
walking in fine weather ; but what 
contributes moſt to the riches and 
glory of this town is the port, whi- 
ther ſeveral thouſand ſhips of burden 
annually reſort from all countries; 
and where the greateſt fleets never 
fail to meet with wealthy merchants, 
ready to take off the richeſt cargoes. 
The numbers of people in the whole 
town are computed to be about one 
million. In the city of London, pro- 
perly ſa called, which is about 3 m. 
in circumference, there are 12,000 
houſes. In the pariſhes without the 
walls, but within the liberties, 36,32.0. 
In the pariſhes which lie in Middle- 
ſex and Surrey, and are a part of the 
town, 46,300 houſes. And in the 


city and liberties of Weſtminſter, 
28, 330 houſes. 


And as to the num- 

ber of ſouls in each of theſe grand 
diviſions, if we multiply the num- 
*ber of houſes in the city of London 
by eight and a half, we ſhall find 
there are 102,000. By the ſame rule, 
there will be found 308,720 in the 
16 pariſhes without the walls; 
393,550 in the 20 out-pariſhes of 
Middleſex and Surrey; and 240,805. 
in the city and liberties of Weſt- 
minſter. All which added toge- 
ther, make 1,045,075 people in the 
whole town. Which calculation 
pofſibly may be ſomething of the 
largeſt, but not much. London has 
ſcarce any wall about it which is viſi- 
ble. Its ſtrength conſiſts in the num- 
ber of its inhabitants, which are 
computed to be one ſeventh of all the 
people of England.

at Loretto, and a magnificent church, 
the preſent cathedral, built over- it, 
in the middle whereof it now remains, 
under the cupola. They alſo erected 
four walls of white Parian marble to 
ſurround the holy chamber, half a 
foot diſtant from it. The chamber 
is 40 feet long, 20 broad, and 20 in 
beight, without any roof or covering. 
In it is an image of the bleſſed Vir- 
gin with a little Jeſus in her arms, 
and a triple crown on her head, her 
whole perſon covered almoſt with 
diamonds and pearls, and round the 
ſtatue is a kind of rainbow of precious 
ſtones, of various colours, all the 
ornaments, altars, and utenſils in the 
place, being inexpreſſibly rich. The 
gallery, in which the treaſures are 
lodged, is filled with gold, je wels, 
veſſels and ornaments more precious 
than gold; the votive donations. of 
Emperors, Kings, Popes, and Princes, 


for many hundred years paſt; ſilver 


works are not thought worthy to be 
admitted here. To this holy houſe 


ſome years there have reſorted 


s Oo, ooo pilgrims, between Eaſter 
and Whitſuntide, and during the ſpace | 
of two days in September, when they 


celebrate the feaſt of the Virgin's 


nativity, not leſs than 200,000 have 
been here, and none of theſe come 
empty handed, but contribute ſome- 
thing to increaſe the treaſure. Pope 
Sixtus V. firſt made Loretto a city 
and biſhopric, and it is eſteemed the 
moſt ſacred place under heaven, by 
all good Catholics.

the S. and by Champaign, a pr. of

m. over either way. The E. and 
S. parts of it are mountainous z the 
mountains of Vauge ſeparating it 
from Alſace and Burgundy ; and on 
the N. W. are ſome uncultivated fo- 
reſts. The reſt of the country has 
a fruitful ſoil, producing plenty of 
corn, wine, and excellent paſture. 
In their hills are mines of ſilver, 
copper, lead and iron;. and their 
ſalt ſprings are ſo numerous, that 
they yielded the Duke 200,000 l. 
per. ann. The chief rivers are the 
Maes, the Moſelle, and the Sarre, 
which riſe in the S. of Lorrain, and 
run N. through this country. It is 
ſub- divided into three parts, viz. 1. 


Lorrain proper. 2. The D. of Bar, 


or Bar- le-duc. And, 3. French Lor- 
rain, conſiſting of the biſhoprics of 
Mets, Toul, and Verdun; the laſt of 
which was confirmed to France by the 
treaty of Munſter, anno 1648. The 
reſt of Lorrain which the French had 
poſſeſſed themſelves of, was reſtored 
to the Duke, and confirmed to him 
by the Pyrenean treaty, anno 1660; 
but the French reſerved a liberty of 


_ garriſoning ſome towns, and march- 


ing through Lorrain into Alſace when 
they pleaſed. And in the year 1670, 
Lewis XIV. ſeized on all Lorrain 
again, and kept it till the peace of 


* Ryſwic, anno 1698, when it was re- 


ſtored to the Duke except a few ſmall 
towns. And it was agreed, that the 


\ fortifications of Nancy, the capital 


city of Lorrain, ſhould be demoliſhed. 

The French King making himſelf 
maſter of Lorrain again, in the war 
with the confederates, anno 1702, 
was obliged to reſtore it to the Duke 
again by the treaty of Utrecht, or 
rather Raſtat, anno 1714. In the 
laſt war between France and the Em- 
peror Charles VI. which ended in a 
peace concluded in the year 1738, 


one of the articles was, that the D. 


ef Lorrain ſhould yield his country to 
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France; at leaſt that K. Staniſlaus, 
father of the Q. of France, ſhould 
have the dominion of Lorrain, with 
the title of Duke during his life; and 
that after his deceaſe, Lorrain ſhould 
be united to the crown of France; 
and that the Duke of Lorrain, in con- 
ſideration thereof, ſhould be conſti- 
tuted Grand Duke of Tuſcany, in 
Italy, after the death of the then 
reigning Grafid Duke; which hap- 
pening anno 1737, the D. of Lorrain 
took poſſeſſion of Tuſcany, and yet 
remains ſovereign of it, and is ſince 
elected Emperor.

It is remarkable for an healing 
virtue, by which perſons who have 
bathed in it for evils, ulcers, and 
running fores have been ſhortly 
cured. Alfo for petrefying wood,, 
which is not only found in the Lake 
itſelf, but in the adjacent foil at a 
conſiderable depth; and on its ſhores. 
ſeveral beautiful gems have beea diſ- 
covered. It abounds with great va- 
riety.and plenty of fiſh, and one ſort 
called the Ddlochan, a ſpecies of 
large trout, is ſaid to be peculiar to 
ite The area of this lake is ſup- 
poſed to be 100,000 acres. 

* LouGH SWILLY, an inlet of 
the ſea, in the co. of Donnegal, and 
pr. of Ulſter in Ireland, which ſrreads 
from the ocean into the land about 
18 miles.

10,0:0 men on any EXIgency 3 but 
their greateſt ſecurity was in the pro- 
tection they received from the houſe 
of Auſtria, When they were inſulted 
by the French and Spaniards for ad- 
hering to that houſe, in the late 
wars in Italy. They oblige all 


travellers to leave their arms at the 


gate, and will not ſuffer any one to 
wear a ſword in the city. It is the 
ſee of a biſhop, immediately ſubject 
to the Pope, and he officiates in the 


robes of an archbiſhop. By the di- 
ligence of the natives it has acquired 
the name of Lucca the Induſtrious. 


They have conſiderable manufactures 
of ſilk, and gold and ſilver ſtuffs.

thereupon ſent ſeveral ſhips, provided 
to make a ſettlement there, under 
the convoy of one of the King's men 
of war; but the French raifed a 
ſuperior force in the iſland of Marti- 
nico, invaded the iſland of St. Lucia, 
and drove the Engliſh planters from 
thence, who were thereby ruined, 
and the D. of Montague loſt all the 
expence he had been at in this ex- 
pedition, amounting to 40, oool. at 
leaſt. However the court of England 
did not think fit to reſent the injury, 
or indeed take any notice of it, tho? 
this iſland, 'tis acknowledged on all 
hands, would have been of great 
advantage to England ; if it had been 
planted and fortified, no armament 
could have been carried on by the 
French at Martinico, againſt Barba- 
does, or any of the Engliſh Caribbee 
iſlands, but muſt have been known 
immediately at St. Lucia, and time 
given them to prepare for their de- 
fence, or a diverfion made by the 
Mands of Barbadoes and St. Lucia in 
their favour.

The in- 
habitants of the iſland are a mix- 


ture of Chineſe, Malays, and Blacks, 


the laſt inhabiting the mountains 


and inland places, and ſuppoſed to 


be the original inhabitants. Beſides 
theſe, there are great numbers of 
Spaniards, Portugueſe, and Meſtees, 
and a mingled breed, being com- 


pounded of all theſe. But the Blacks 


of theſe iſlands have long hair, and 
good features, and do not. at all 
reſemble the Negroes of Africa 
and there is one claſs of the in- 
habitants, that ſo little admire their 
native complexion, that they paint 
their ſkins; from whence they have 
obtained the name of Pintadoes, or 
Pits. Lucon, or Manilla, lies fo 
happily between the rich Kingdoms 
of the E. and W. that it has been 
eſteemed the beſt ſituation in the 
world for a foreign traffic. For thi- 
ther filver is brought from New Spain, 


or Mexico and Peru, diamonds from 


Golconda, and formerly fine ſpices 
from the Spice iſlands in their neigh- 
bourhood, which the Dutch mono- 
polize at preſent, ſilks, tea, Japan 
and China ware, and gold-duſt from 


China and Japan, and two large ſhips | 


fail annually to Acapulco in Mexico, 
returning loaded with filver, by 
which they make 400 per cent. 
profit ; ard no foil in the world pro- 
duces greater plenty of ail things 
neceſſary for food, as appears by the 
multitude of inhabitants that ſub- 
fiſt in the mountains, on what the 
earth produces ſpontaneouſly, or 


what they take in hunting; and' 


in the ſands of their rivulets they 
meet with plenty of gold-duſt, 
The fruits of America, particularly 


the cacao, or chocolate-nut, thrive 


as well here, as in their native 


'foil. The Spaniards have the do- 


minion of Luconia, and almoſt all 


the reſt of the Philippine Iſlands ; 
and their Viceroy acts as arbitrari- 
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ly here, as in any of their ſettle- 
ments, being at ſo great a diſtance 
from Spain, and it is one of the 
moſt profitable poits belonging to 
the Spaniſh monarchy. The eccle- 
ſiaſtical government is lodged in 
the archb. of Manilla, who has a 
great many ſuffragans under him; 
and the officers of the , inquiſition 
exerciſe their authority here, as 
in other Popiſh countries, only they 
ſuffer the natives, the Chineſe, and 
Mahometans, to profeſs their re- 
ſpective religions. It was near this 
iſland of Luconia, that Mr. Anſon 
took the rich Acapulco ſhip, the 
treaſure whereof he brought to En- 
gland, anno 1744. i

But, be- 
tides Negroes, there are white men, 
and a tewny generation, upon the 
coaſt, who are defcended from the 
Arabs, as is evident from their lan- 
guage and their religious rites, having 
a mixture of Mahometaniſm, Ju- 
daiſm, and Paganiſm; but they have

It is generally a mountainous 
country, high hills running through 
it from the S. E. to the N. W. The 
higheſt mountains are near the coaſt 
of the Pacific ocean, many of them 
Volcano's. The eaſtern ſhore is # 
flat level country, abounding in bogs 
and moraſſes, ard overflowed in the 
tainy feaſon, but ſo covered with thic- 
kets cf Bambou cane, Mangroves, and 
buſhes, that the logwood cutters are 
forced to make their way through it 
with their hatchets. The hills between. 
the mountains and the flat country are 
beſt inhabited, and there the air is 
moſt temperate. Within the tropic of 
Cancer they have their annual perio- 
dical rains, and when the ſun is ver- 
tical, is their cooleſt ſeaſon 3 the fun 
being obſcur'd by clouds, and the flat 
country: under water, their fair wea- 
ther is when the ſun is in the ſouthern 
figns, at the greateſt diſtance from them. 

The time of plantifig Indian corn 
and rice is in May and June, when 
the rains begin, and they reap in Oc- 
tober or Novernber, when the fair ſea- 


ſon commences : The ſprings and ri- 


vers are very low in March and April, 
and the beginning of May * 
: | ; then 
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then affords neither graſs or herbage, 
unleſs it is water'd, but the trees are 
always green, and their fruit- trees bloſ- 
ſom and bear almoſt all the year round. 

Their fruit trees are the Cabbage 


tree, the cacao, or chocolate- nut, ve- 


nella's, plantains, pine- apples, co- 
co's, ſapadillo's, avagato pears, mam 
mee trees, guava's, prickle . pears, o- 


ranges and lemons, & c. with a great 


variety of gums and drugs. Their fo- 
reſt trees are cedar, logwood, manchi- 
neal, bamboe, mangroves, mahoe, 
white. wood, &. 

There were neither horſes, neat cat- 


_ tle, camels, elephants, ſheep, hogs, 


goats, aſſes, or dogs, except ſome lit- 
tle dumb dogs, until the Europeans 


imported them, but they had lions, 


tygers, bears, elks-deer, mooſe, peca- 


ree, warree, beavers, opoſſums, arma- 


dillos, guanoes, and flying ſquirrels, 
racoons, crocodiles, manatee monkeys, 
parrots, macaws, pelicans, cormorants, 
and a variety of ſnakes, ſcorpions, and 
inſects, among which the cochineal is 


the moſt valuable. 


The preſent inhabitants of Mexico 
are, 1. native Indians, 2. Spaniards, 


3. Crioli, the deſcendants of Spaniards, 


4. Metees, 5. Negroes, and, 6. Mu- 
lattoes, 

Mexico is governed by a Spaniſh 
viceroy, who acts as deſpotically as any 
Prince in Europe. 
three audiences, where their ſupreme 
courts of judicature are held, viz. 1.

Galicia, the moſt northern diviſion. 2. 
The audience of Mexico Proper, which 
is the middle diviſion; and, 3.

ſition, and the Spaniſh clergy are ve- 
ry numerous, as well as monks and 
nuns; but the chief dignities in church 
and ſtate are conferr d on native Spa- 
niards, and not given to the Crioli, de- 
ſcended from them. Theſe are hard- 
ly uſed by the Spaniards, and very lit- 
tle truſted, and would ſcarce oppoſe any 
European power that ſhould invade 
their country.

ſquares, the beauty of its buildings, 
the coolneſs of the ſituation in this hot 
climate, and its natural ſtrength. It 
is an archbiſhopric, and contains 29 
monaſteries, 22 nunneries, and a great 
number of parochial churches ; but the 
Spaniards and Crioli do not make a 
tenth part of the inhabitants, the other 
nine are either Negroes and Mulattoes 
that have obtain'd their freedom, or a 
mix'd breed of Spaniards and Indians.

Their 
animals of moſt uſe here, are camel 
and they have a very fine breed of hor- 
ſes; and in their deſarts are found li- 
ons, tygers, leopards, and ſerpents of a 
prodigious ſize, if travellers don't de- 
ceive us. 'Their foil produces wine, 
good wheat, rice, and barley, and would 
yield a great deal more, if well culti- 


| vated ; but only the Jews plant the 


vine; the olive alſo thrives here, and 
yields excellent oil. They have alſo 
dates, figs, almonds, lemons, oranges, 
pomegranates, and a variety of other 
fruits; nor do they want flax or 
hemp; but wood, eſpecially timber, is 
ſcarce here, They bave no ſhips of

war, only ſome ſmall pyratical veſſels, 
which they. croud with men, and take 
great prizes ſometimes, eſpecially the 
Sallee rovers; but as for merchant 
ſhips or a foreign trade, they. carry on 
none on their own bottoras. Their 
trade by land is either with Arabia or 
Negroland; to Mecca they ſend ca- 
ravans conſiſting of ſeveral thouſand ca- 
mels, horſes, and nhules, twice eve- 
ry year, partly for traffic, and partly 
on a religious account) great numbers 
ef pilgrims taking this opportunity of 
viſiting Mecca,- They. carry. thither 
fine woollen manufactures, Morocco- 
ſkins, indigo, cochineal, and oſtrich- 
feathers, bringing back ſilks, muſlins, 
calicoes, coffee, and drugs. By the 
caravans which go to Negroland, they 
ſend ſalt, ſilks, and woollen manufac- 
tures, taking gold, ivory, and Negro 
flaves in return; and with theſe Ne- 


groes the Emperor recruits his cavalry. 


The Emperor is abſolute in his do- 
minions, and the crown is faid to be 
hereditary 3. but if there be more ſons 
than one, they uſually fight it out on 
the deceaſe of their father, till there is 
but one left. This nation is diſturbed 
by civil wars on every change, but the 


Prince who is moſt in favour with the 


ſoldiers uſually ſucceeds ;. for there is 
always a very numerous army kept 
up. It is computed that the black ca- 
valry and infantry alone, amount to 
40,000 men, and the Mooriſh horſe 
and foot (which are white, or tawny 
rather) amount to near as many, but 
the Blacks are eſteemed their beſt 
horſe, and theſe they chiefly rely on, 
both in their domeſtic and foreign wars. 
The revenues of the Emperor ariſe 
from the tenth of all corn, and of all 
captives and prizes taken, and duties 
on g6ods imported and exported, the 
whole amounting to 500 quintals-of 
filver, each quintal 330 l. ſterling. - As 
to their religion it is Mahometaniſm, 
and I think of the Perſian ſect; and 
there are great numbers of Santos and 
Marabouts, that pretend, like other 


hermits, to a more than ordinary ſanc-- 


tity, and have a great influence over 
this people.

part of it very tolerable: nor is the 


ſea ſubject to ſtorms; and they have 
ſo bold a ſhore, that large ſhips may 


lie cloſe to the kays. Corn, wine, 


and oil, are excellent in their kind, 
and exceeding plentiful; and the air 
is pure, ſerene, and healthful. The 
buildings are magnificent and elegant, 
and inhabited by people of diſtinction: 
nor can there be in all reſpects a more 
deſirable - fituation, did not the erup- 
tions of Veſuvius, and earthquakes, 
ſometimes diſturb their quiet, as well 
as the frequent revolutions obſerved in 
this K. for it being ſo deſirable a coun- 
try, the neighbouring powers are per- 
petually contending for it; Germany, 
France, and Spain, have alternately 
had the dominion of it; it ſeldom has 
the ſame ſovereign forty years. The 
dignified clergy and nobility of this 
K. are very numerous; there are, tis 


faid, 25 archb. 125 biſh. 300 princes, 


dukes, marquifſes, and earls. The 
clergy poſleſs one third of the K. the 
crown, the nobility, and gentry, the 
reſt ; the peaſants have ſcarce any 
thing they can call their own: they 
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are ſubjects and vaſſals to their re- 


ſpective Lords, manure their lands, 
plant their vineyards, and oliveyards, 
and are allowed only a ſubſiſtence ſuf- 
ficient to enable them to perform 


their daily drudgery, and receive juſ- 


tice in their lords courts, in caſes that 
are not capital, inſomuch that every 
lord or gentleman, who is proprietor 
of the ſoil, is fovereign of the people 
who live upon his eſtate. Tho' they 
abound in filk, that manufacture is 
not great; they ſend moſt of it abroad 


unwrought: and all the merchandize 


and produce of this rich foil is carry'd 
abroad in foreign ſhipping, they having 


few ſhips of their own, or indeed mer- 


chants, the proprietors of the lands 
ſelling the produce of their reſpective 
eſtates to foreigners. The natives be- 
ing many of them of Spaniſh extrac- 
tion, they follow the Spaniſh modes, 
and cloath themſelves in black, which 
makes the filk manufacture the leſs. 
They have a numerous militia, the 
nobility and gentry holding their lands 
by military tenures; but theſe are 
little depended on, and ſeldom call'd 
out, the K. uſually maintaining 15,000 
regular troops in time of peace, and 
can raiſe twice that number in time 
of war : they had no men of war late- 
ly,. but are beginning to build ſome 
and they have a fleet of armed gallies. 
The revenues of the crown are com- 
puted to amount io one million ſterl. 
per. ann. which ariſe from a compo- 
ſition with the nobility and gentry for 
certain ſurns, in lieu of their perſonal 
ſervices, from a duty on houſes, and 
almoſt a general exciſe. It was a tax 
on fruits, which the common people 
live upon, that occafioned the inſur- 
rection under Maſſinello; and it ſeems 
fruit has been exempt from taxes al- 
moſt ever fince : thoſe who are moſt 
oppreſſed by taxes are the Genoeſe, and 
other foreigners, whoſe eſtates lie in 
this country, and theſe are pretty 
numerous. Naples has been governed 
by Spaniſh, or German vice-roys, till 
Don Carlos, the late K. of Spain's 
ſecond ſon, was ſet upon the throne 
by the united powers of France, Spain, 
and Sardinia, anno 1734. And as 


the capital of this part of Gaul, called,

this Prince obtained the crown 'by 


force, by the like force he muſt de- 


fend his poſſeſſion, unleſs he can ob- 
tain the affections of the people by a 
wiſe and gentle adminiſtration. The 
crown claims a power of taxing the 
nobility. and gentry, and raiſing what 
forces the court thinks'neceſlary ; but 
"tis dangerous carrying theſe preroga- * 
tives too high, as long as the K. has 
ſo powerful a competitor as the Q. of 
Hungary. The clergy are not taxed 
here, but grant a free gift, which is 
proportionable to the taxes on the laity

The ancient name of this country 
was Belgia, but ſince denominated 
the Netherlands or Low Countries, 
from their low fituation, near the 
mouths of ſeveral great rivers; the 
maritime parts whereof were a mo- 
raſs, till drained by the induſtry of 
the numerous people that retired hi- 
ther from the perſecutions and op- 
preſſion of the Spaniards, and other 
- bigotted powers. 'Theſe provinces 
are in number 17, and formerly en- 
Joyed great privileges, being governed 
by as many Princes, under the vari- 
ous titles of Dukes, Counts, or Lords, 
but became at length united by mar- 
riages, compact, or conqueſt, in the 
kouſe of Burgundy, anno 1430; and 
£ame under the dominion of Spain, 
about the year 1506, by a marriage 
between the heireſs of the houſes of 
Burgundy and Spain, and were by 
Charies V. Emperor of Germany, 
and K. of Spain, conſtituted part of 
the circle of Burgundy. Philip II. 
K. of Spain, fucceeding his father 
the. Emperor Charles V. and perſe- 
euting and opprefling his ſubjects in 
the Low Countries, either upon ac- 
count of their oppoſing his encroach- 
ments on their liberties, or embrac- 
ing the doctrines of the reformation, 
occaſioned a civil war in theſe coun» 
tries; and at length, 7 of the 17 
provinces, threw off the Spaniſh yoke, 
and formed an alliance at Utrecht, 
5:13 
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anno 1879, which obtained the name 
of the Union of Utrecht: and theſe 
provinces have ever ſince been called 
the United Provinces. The other 
ten provinces were reduced to the 
obedience of Spain, and were ſubject 
to that crewn, till conquered by the 
allies, and reſigned to the houſe of 
Auftria by the treaty of Utrecht, 
anno 1713; under whoſe . dominion 
molt of the ten ſtill remain, and are 
called the Auſtrian Netherlands. But 
Artois, part of Flanders, Hainalt, and 
the Cambreſis, are in the poſſeſſion 
of the French, and called the French 
Netherlands. The Dutch alſo poſſeſs 
the N. part of Brabant and Flanders, 
which are therefore called Dutch Bra- 
bapt, and Dutch Flanders. As to 
the produce, conſtitution, and go- 


vernment of the Netherlands, theſe 


are treated of under the heads of the 
AvsTRIAN -NETHERLANDS, and 
UNITED NETHERLANDS. 

The French reduced almoſt all the 
Auſtrian Netherlands in the late war, 
except Limburg and Luxemburg.

Flanders is a flat country, ſcarce a 
hill or a ſtone to be met with in it. 
The richeſt land lies between Dun- 
kirk and, Bruges, extending 40 m. 
in length, abounding in wheat, bar- 
ley, and as good meadow and paſture 
as is to be met with. in Europe : but 
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between Bruges and Ghent, and 


Ghent and Antwerp, is a gravelly 
or ſandy ſoil, and that part of Brabant 
which lies between Antwerp ' and 


Holland, is equally unfit for corn, 


but enriched with plantations of flax, 
hemp, and hops. | 

The reſt of the Auſtrian Nether- 
lands conſifts of little hills and valleys, 
woods, incloſed ground, and cham- 


paign fields, not unlike England; 


and their numerous rivers and navi- 
. gable canals give them a great ad- 


vantage of us, carriage of the produce 
of the country from one part to ano- 


ther coſting very little.

The legiſlative authority of the

By the ancient laws of the country,

By the treaty of 
Utrecht their barrier towns were to 
be garriſoned'by 25, ooo Dutch. Their 
religion is moderate popery, the In-

does thro' the Delta or Lower Egypt, 
where the couptry is level; which is 
the caſe of many other rivers. 'There 
are great rejoicings every year when 
the Nile riſes to à certain height, 
their future harveſt depending on it. 
The juſt height of the inundation, 
according to Pliny, is 16 cubits; When 
it ariſes but to 12 or 13 a famine is 
expected, and when it exceeds 16 
there is danger apprehended: the mo- 
derns do not agree exactly with the 
ancients about the height of the inun- 
dation, but there is no great differ- 
ence in their accounts. The river be- 
gins to riſe gradually in May or June;

picks, a meaſure of about two feet,

received between 3 or 40001. per 
annum, in lieu of them. As to the 
iſland of Ormus itſelf, it never pro- 
duced any thing but ſalt, which grows 
in a ſolid cruſt, two inches deep upon 
the ſurface of the earth; and the 
hills appear, at a diſtance, as if they 
were covered with ſnow ; nor is there

There are more Proteſtants than Pa- 


piſts in the Palatinate; but the ſove- 
reign having been a Papiſt for a con- 
ſid&able time, the Proteſtants here 
ſuffer great hardſhips. They. profeſs 


their religion, however, publickly ; 


and have moſt of the churches in the 
capital city of Heildelburg : but the 
lands of the church are either alie- 
nated, or in the hands of the Roman 
Catholics. The Elector Palatine is 
ſovereign of the greateſt part of the 
Palatinate : of the Duchies of New- 
burg, Juliers, and Berg; the city of 
Duileldorp; and lordſhip of Raven- 
ſtein. He is director of 3 circles, viz. 
I. of the Lower Rhine, jointly with 
the Elector of Mentz; 2. of the Up- 
per Rhine, as Prince of Simmeren, 
with the Biſhop of Worms; and 3. of 
Weſtphalia, as Duke of Juliers, al- 
ternately with the K. of Pruſſia, who 
is Duke of Cleves. The revenues 
of the Palatinate ariſe by a toll on 
all veſſels going along the Rhine, 
Neckar, and other rivers; and from 


the duties on corn, wine, and other 


proviſions; the whole eſtimated at 
300,000 J. per ann, He keeps up a 
body of 6 or 1000 men in the time 
of peace; and in the late wars main- 
tained 12,000 regular forces many 
years. There is a diſpute ſubſiſting 
between the Elector Palatine and the 
Elector of Hanover, about the titu- 
lar office of Arch-treaſurer of the 
Empire.

Egypt; as to the higher grounds, they | 
are parched up ſoon after the rains 


are over; and if they fow wheat 
on them, as they fometimes do, they 
are forced to water their fields by 
little channels, which convey the 
water to them, from their ciſterns 
and reſeryoirs. But they ſow much 


more rice than wheat, which is 


more ſuitable to the flooded foil. 
They have not much of the Euro- 
pean fruits, unleſs figs, oranges, le- 
mons, citrons, and pomegranates; 
but they have bananos, goyvas, du- 
rions, mangoes, tamarinds, annanas, 
or pine- apples, coco-nuts, and other 
tropical fruits; they have alſo pepper 
and ſugar-canes, and great variety 
of melons, cucumbers, roots, and other 
garden-ſtuff, which is their principal 
food. Their hills are covered with 


wood, and they have a great deal of 


good timber ; but their. bamboes, a 
kind of hollow cane, which grows to 
the bigneſs of near a foot diameter, 


is of the greateſt uſe; this they bend | 


and form while it is young, making 
it fit for whatever they deſign it, and 
particularly to hang their palanquins 
upon : theſe are couches on which 
they lie when they travel, carried 
They have 
few horſes or ſheep, but plow with 
oxen and buffaloes, and carry bur- 
thens upon them as well as. camels ; 


nor does 'any place abound more in f 


elephants than this and the adjacent 
countries : they compute the ſtrength 
of their armies by the number and 
ſize of their elephants. ' The Engliſh, 
from Fort St. George, traffic pretty 
much with this country, and, beſides 
furs and ſkins, import from thence 
rubies, ſapphires, and other precious 
ſtones. The houſes here are built 
frequently on pillars by the river fide, 
and in the time .of the rains they 
have no communication with one 

another 
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another but by boats in the flat coun- 


try. Of what nature their govern- 


ment is, the Europeans can give 


but a ſlender account, only that they 
have a King, and they preſume he 
is abſolute, as moſt of the eaſtern 
Princes are; and it is ſaid he is ſome- 
times tributary to the King of Ava. 
There is one thing that ſeems pe- 
culiar to the people on the E. fide 


of the bay of Bengal, they are ſo far 


from reſenting a foreigner's being 
free with their women, that they 
will offer their daughters to them for 
temporary wives, while they remain 
in the country; and ſome ſay they 


will offer their wives to - ſtrangers, 


to mend the breed, not being much 


in love with their ow: copper co- 


lour.

The gates are of marble, and have 
a large fortreſs built before each of 
them. 'The. Emperor's palace, with 
the gardens, are in the midde of the 
city, being 2 m. long, and one broad, 
incloſed with a wall. The town 
ſtands on a level plain, no hills in it, 
only two artificial mounts in the Em- 
peror's palace, They have av coaches,

On the 
fide of Turky, the boundaries can- 
not be exactly fixed, for tho? the river 
Tigris forms part of {the weſtern 
boundary, near its mouth, the Turks 
and Perfians are ſtill contending for 
the provinces which lie further N, 
upon that river. The air of Perſia is 
exceſſive hot in the ſummer, lying 
near the tropic of Cancer; even the 
winds are ſo hot for two or three 
months every year, that there is no 
travelling or ſtirring abroad about 
noon; ſeveral have been killed by 
them. Theſe winds come from the 
eaftward over a vaſt tract of burning 
ſands, heated like an oven; but then 
the wind ſhifts, and they are refreſh- 


There is very little water in Perſia, 
ſcarce a river that will carry a boat; 
and a traveller does not meet with 
water ſometimes for ſeveral days; 
but there is no place where they 
huſband the water better. They 
collect all their little ſprings and ri- 
wulets, and turning them into one 
ſtream or aqueduct, direct them to 
their towns, and to the fields and 
pardens, that are cultivated, forty or 
Iifty. miles frequently. The country 
is much incumbered by mountains, 
and ſome of them exceeding high, 
and generally dry barren rocks with- 
but trees or herbage; but there are 
many fruitful valleys, in which their 
great towns ſtand; nor can an 

country be more fruitful than that 
part of Perſia which lies upon the 
Caſpian ſea: and in other parts it is 
mot ſo much à defect of the ſoil, as 
the ' paucity or flothfulneſs of the 
modern inhabitants, that renders the 
country barren; for there was not a 
more plentiful country in the world 
formerly, if we may credit ancient 
_ "'Þiſtory.. The chief produce is rice, 
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Weſt fide of the river Attoc, or In- 


ed with cool breezes in the afternoon. 


wheat, and barley: their kitchen 
gardens are ſupplied with a great 
variety of roots and herbs, and they 
have no leſs than twenty ſeveral 
forts of melons, which the common 
people make their conſtant food in 
the ſeaſon for them, as well as cu« 
cumbers; They have alſo a variety 
of grapes, making wine of forme, and + 
others hang. upon the vines good part 
of the winter; the air being ſo dry 
that it preſerves all kinds of fruit a 
great while after they areripe. Dates 
are a moſt delicious fruit here, which 
being laid on heaps, candy and pre- 
ſerve themſelves without ſugar ; they 
have alſo piſtachio-nuts, and trees 
that produce manna; nor do they 
want many of the fruits of Europe. 
Here alſo we meet with rhubarb, 
ſenna, .and abundance of other medi- 
einal drugs. They have a very fine 
breed of horſes; but their camels 
and dromedaries are the moſt uſeful 
animals in this ſandy country, for car- 
rying burthens over the deſarts; as 
ſome of them will carry near a thou- 
fand weight, and travel ſeveral days 
without water. They have alſo mules, 
oxen,.. buffaloes, and aſſes for their 
huſbandry ; and large flocks of ſheep 
and. goats; ſome of their ſheep hav- 
ing fix or ſeven horns a-piece. They 
are ſometimes viſited with locuſts, 
which deſtroy all the fruits of the 
earth where they happen to light. 
There are a multitude of eagles, 
hawks, and other birds of prey, which 
they teach to fly at the game, and 


even at deer and wild beaſts; and 


theſe with the aſſiſtance of dogs, will 
take the fierceſt beaſts; nothing ex- 
cept the wild boar can eſcape their 
clutches. The manufactures of Per- 


ſia, are embroidery, eſpecially that 


of gold and ſilver, either in cloth, 
filk, or leather; and that which we 
call Turky leather, comes chiefly 
from hence, through Turky: but 
filk is the chief manufacture of the 
country; ſuch as taffaties, tabbies, 
ſattins, and filk mixed with cotton, 
or camel and goat hair; brocad es and 
gold tiſſue, and their gold velvet is 
admirable ; and thoſe called Turky 
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curpets are really Perſian. They 
make alſo camel- hair ſtuffs, camblets, 
ſilk and worſted druggets, and goat- 
hair ſtuffs, 

Their greateſt miniſters: do not 
think the buſineſs of a merchant be- 
neath them; the, King himſelf has 
his factors and agents in the neigh- 
bouring countries, who export filks, 
brocades, carpets, and other rich goods; 
but the Armenians and Banalans of 
India, who refide here, carry on the 
molt diſtant foreign traffic; and may 


be looked upon as the greateſt mer- 


chants in the wgrld. They export 


raw as well as wrought ſilk, in great 
quantities to India

At 
leaft, the general pretended that the 
King had a defign againſt his life g 
and thereupon cauſed the Sophi to be 
ſeized and impriſoned, if not mur- 
dered; and ſoon after uſi his 
throne. After which he aſſembled 
a more numerous army than Per- 
ſia had ſeen of late years, invaded 
India, and plundered that country of 
immenſe treaſures; compelled the 
Great Mogul to yield him all the pro- 
vinces W. of the river Attoc ; after 


which he made a conqueſt of the Bo- 


chara's and Uſbec 'Tartary, and en- 
larged the Perſian frontiers on the ſide 
of Turky ; but in the midſt of his 
fucceſſes he was aſſaſſinated by his 


neareſt relation, and a multitude of 


uſurpers have ſucceeded. him, 
As to the religion of the Perſians, 


they were generally Mahometans of 


the ſect of Haly; but Sha Nadir be- 
ing a native of Choraſſan in the 


North of Perfia, where the ſe& of 


Omar prevails (being the ſame ſe& 


that the Turks and the ſubjects of 
the Mogul are of) he compelled alk 
the Perſians to declare themſelves of 


the ſect of Omar, which many of the 
Perfians, and eſpecially their prieſts, 
oppoſing, Sha Nadir, the late Sophi, 
ordered the Mufti and ſeveral more 
of the prieſts to be hanged; after 
which none of the Perſians dared to. 
murmur at the alteration. As to the: 


forces of the Perſians, they were not 


very numerous till the laſt reign 
but Sha Nadir having ſuch large 
conqueſts in view, increaſed them tas 
upwards of 100,000 men, whom he 
maintained out of the plunder of his 
new conqueſts, and eaſed his Perſian 
ſubjects of a great part of their uſuak 
taxes; which by means he gained 
their hearts: only thoſe that oppoſed: 
his uſurpation were oppreſſed z and! 
the eſtates of theſe being confiſcated,,

to be favourable and generous to his

ra's, which ſeparate it from the coun- 
try of the Amazons and Paraguay on 
the E. by Chili and La Plata on the 
S. and by the Pacific ocean on the W.

high : the fierra's or mountains, be- 
yond which, run parallel to the for- 
mer, are ſtill higher, and the Andes 
beyond theſe, are the higheſt moun- 
tains in the world. The land near the 
fea, is for the moſt part a barren de- 


fart, except ſome valleys, into which 


they turn the ſtreams from the hills: 
the hills beyond, alſo, are generally 
barren; but between the hills are ve- 
ry extenſive fruitful valleys, yielding 
almoſt all manner of grain and fruits 


and the weather temperate, The 


mountains of the Andes are cold, be- 
ing covered with ſnow the greateſt 
part of the year. The ſea which bor- 
ders on Peru, is called the South-Sea, 
Þut more properly the Pacific ocean, 
from the conſtant ſerene weather on 
This coaſt, from 4 degrees S. lat. to 
2.5, Nor is there ever any rain on 
This coaſt, or the ſea near it, unleſs 
within 4 or 5 degrees of the line, 
where they have always rain when the 
Tun is vertical, as in other parts of the 


globe near the line: on the ſierra's or 
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hills, diſtant from the ſea ſide, the 
rains fall when the ſun is vertica! al- 
ſo, and on the cordelero's or high 
mountains fartheſt from the fea, it 
rains or ſnows two thirds of the year. 
Their vintage is in the fair ſeaſon, 
and their vines thrive beſt in thoſe 
valleys near the ſea, where there is 
little or no rain, and which are wa- 
tered by rivulets that fall from the 
hills, and are collected by the huſband- 
man, and turned into his fields and 
gardens. Near the equator there grow 
cedars, cotton trees, cocoes, ſugar- 


canes, palms, and a great deal of good 


timber; but very few foreſt trees in 
other parts of Peru. 'The moſt va- 
luable tree they have, is that which 
furniſhes them with kinquina, or Pe- 
ruvian bark; and this grows chiefly in 
the province of Quitto, on the moun- 
tains near the city of Quitto, about 5 
degrees S. of the equator, and is of 
the ſize of a cherry-tree, bearing a 
long reddiſh flower, from whence a- 
riſes a pod with a kernel like an al- 
mond; but the fruit does not ſeem to 
have the like virtues as the bark : 
they have trees alſo, which afford 
this kind of bark, in Potoſi, in 21 de- 
grees S. lat. Maiz, or Indian corn, 
was their principal food, and of this 
alſo they made drink; but the Spani- 
ards have introduced wheat and bar- 
ley, which thrive very well here; and 


their vineyards, which they have | 


planted, yield plenty of grapes, where 
they can be watered, but the country 
is ſo hot and dry that the ſoil will pro- 
duce no grapes where it is not wa- 
tered: they have ripe grapes when they 
pleaſe, where they have an opportu- 


vulets into their grounds; and they 
make excellent wines, which cannot 
be done in any other country be- 
tween the tropics. The Spaniards 
have planted almoſt all the, fruits 
which grow in Old Spain; and theſe 


thrive very well here, as well as rice, 


and the produce of the kitchen-gar- 
den. A great many excellent balms, 
gums and drugs, alſo are found here, 
and particularly that called the balſam 


of Peru. But what the —_— 


nity of watering them, by turning ri- f 
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ue this country for moſt, is the pro- 
digious treaſures of gold and ſilver 
they have drawn from thence for 200 
years paſt; from the mountain of Po- 
toſi alone, which lies in 22 degrees 
of S. lat. there was drawn two thou- 
ſand millions of pieces of eight, the 
firſt forty years they were wrought; 
there are alſo rich mines of quickſil- 
ver in Peru, and ſome precious ſtones; 
particularly emeralds and turquoiſos. 
As to animals, _ were not in an 
ru, or an of America,' any hor- 
ſes Fas camels, aſſes, 
mules, ſneep, or hogs; and but one 
poor ſpecies of cur- dogs, before the 
Spaniĩards arrived; but they have ſince 


carried over all manner of European 


animals almoſt, which are exceeding- 
ly multipljied; but they had a breed 


of animals, which the natives called 
cos and guanacas, and the Spaniards 


eruviap ſheep, becauſe they had 
ſome refemblance of European ſheep, 
but larger, and uſed to carry burdens, 
having no other beaſts of burden; 
their fleſh alſo is very good meat. 
They had another beaft called vicu- 
nas, which the Spaniards named goats, 
becauſe they were ſomething like our 
goats, but they have no horns, and are 
ſwifter than deer; they had alſo red 
and fallow deer, and ſome few lions, 


bears, and tygers, but neither fo large 


or ſo fierce as thoſe of Europe; and 


there were great numbers of mon- 


keys, but they had neither cats or 
rats, tho* the laſt have multiplied ſo 
much ſince the Spaniards came over, 
that they ſometimes deſtroy their 
crops of grain in Peru, as they do in 
the iſland of St. Helenaz nor were 
there any tame fowls or poultry here, 
till they were imported. They had 
all manner of wild fowl almoſt, and 
a great variety of birds, particularly 
parrots, and a fowl called a couder, fo 
large that they meaſured 1% or 16 
feet with their wings extended; theſe 
would kill and devour cattle; 'and 
ſometimes children of 10 or 11 years 
of age; but there are few of theſe 
fowls. The Peruvians were idolaters, 
and worſhipped the ſun chiefly ; byt 
The Spaniards have compelled them to 
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turn Chriſtians, and profeſs another 
kind of idolatry, on pain of the inqui- 
ſition z many thouſands of them were 
murdered by the Spaniards, after their 
arrival, on. pretence of their infideli- 
ty, and refuſing to ſubmit to-the Pope 
or the King of Spain, but, in reality, 
to become maſters of their treaſure, 
and uſurp the dominion of the coun» 
try, where to this day the Spaniards 
oppreſs and tyrannize, not only over 
thoſe that are deſcended from the In- 
dians, but the Crioli, who are de- 
ſcended from the Spaniards thenw

The breadth of the river at Peterſ- 
burg is about half a mile, and as it is 
very deep and rapid, the building a 
bridge ever it was held impractica- 
ble; whereupon it was propoſed to 


the late Czar, Peter the Great, to 


make a bridge of pontons, or boats, 
but he would not conſent to it, he 


ſaid, becauſe his intention was to 
breed up 


as many watermen as he 
.could, and theſe he probibited the 
uſe of oars, that they might learn to 
manage ſails z but theſe boatmen be- 


ing ignorant peaſants, many people 


were overſet and drowned, in paſſing 


from one part of the town to the o- 
ther ct firſt. The nobility and people 
of diſtinction were obliged to build 
grand houſes here, but the generality 


were timber houſes, till they began 


PE 
were laid in his way by bis nobility 
and officers, that it was thought im- 
poſſible he ſhould effect his deſign. 
There were neither ſufficient tools or 
proviſions provided for the workmen, 
who ſuffered all manner of hardſhips, 
inſomuch that tis computed no leſs 
than 100,000 people periſhed in lay- 
ing the foundation and building this 
metropolis. However all difficulties 
were at length overcome, and it is 
now one of the largeſt and moſt po- 
pulous eities in the world. The Czar 
eſtabliſhed here an academy marine, 
to which he obliged every conſidera 
ble family in his empire to ſend one 
of their ſons or relations to be inftrufte 
ed in navigation; here alſo they 
learned the dead languages, were 
taught to ride and fence, and other 
exerciſes, He ſet up woollen and 
linen manufactures, had paper-mills, 
powder-mills, laboratories for gunnery 
and fire-works, places for preparing 
{alt-petre and brimſtone; he erected 
yards for making cables and tackling 
for his navy, and a foundery, where 
they are perpetually cafting great 


to burn bricks at Peterſburg; and guns, mortars, and ſmall arms; the 


now the town appears with a much 


better face than it did at firſt. The 
Lands at the mouth of the river, pre- 
vent ſhips coming up to it, and there- 
Fore they are obliged to take in their 
loading 4 or 5 miles lower. It may 
ſeem ſtrang 
ſhould fix upon this place to build his 
capital city, it lying in a barren coun- 
try, and ſo far to the N. that they 
ſcarce enjoy the light of the ſun in 
winter; but it was in order to have 
a communication with the Baltic ſea, 
and that his ſubje&ts might traffic 
with the reft of. the nations of Eu- 
rope; for as yet there was no ſea 
that touched upon the territories of 
Ruſſia, but that of Archangel, to 
which ſhipping was obliged to paſs 
thro' the frozen ocean. It was with 
the greateſt difficulty that the Czar 
compaſſed this grand deſign, his peo- 
ple ſhewing the utmoſt averſion to re- 
moving to this cold, barren country, 
as he commanded them, -from all 


parts of his domigiops, and ſuch rybs 
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e that Peter the Great 


country furniſhing him with vaſt 
quantities of iron-ore. A. printing- 
houſe alſo was ſet up, to encourage 
his ſubjeQs to enquire into the ſtate 


of the world; and he ſent many of 


them to foreign countries, to learn 
mechanic arts, giving great encou- 
ragement to foreigners to come to 
Peterſburg and inſtruct his people in 


every ſcience ; plays, operas, and mu». 
fic-meetings were alſo introduced, in 

a country where none of theſe arts or 
diverſions were ſeen till the reign of 


Peter the Great.

commands but thoſe of the diet, or 


aſſembly of the ſtates; and every 


Palatine, or officer, wil! take the li- 


berty to return home out of the field 


when he ſees fit, let the conſequence 
be what it wil The King is at no 
expence in keeping armies on foot, 
or maintaining the officers of ſtate, 
theſe are all maintained by the Re- 
public, and accountable to. it, tho? 
nominated by the King, with this 
limitation however, that he can pre- 


fer none but gentlemen, and thoſe 


natives of the province where they 
are to act, and not related to his Ma- 
jeſty; nor can any one be deprived 
of his office, but by the unanimous 
conſent of the diet. 
venues are 1 40, 00 l. per annum, 
which, with his paternal eſtate, and 
what he makes by. diſpoſing of pla- 
ces, is an ample revenue, as all the 
charges of the adminiſtration are 
borne by the Republic, as well as 
the expences of the Queen conſort's 
court. The ſenate conſiſts of the Bi- 
ſnops, Palatines, Caſtellans, and ten 
great officers of the crown, who are 
conſulted by the King in all acts of 
ſtate. The grand diet of Poland 
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conſiſts of the King, the ſenate, and 
deputies or repreſentatives of the 
gentry of every palatinate or county, 
who ought, by their conſtitution, to 
aſſemble once in three years, and, 

their ſeſſion continue fix weeks, and 
no longer; and in this diet the legiſ- 
lative power is lodged. Every pro- 
vince alſo has its particular or pro- 
vincial diet, which makes laws for 
the reſpective provinces; ſo that Po- 
land is rather a great many united 
and confederated ſtates than one King- + 


dom. There are alſo ſome free ſtates 


and independent cities and provin- 
ces, who are governed by their re- 
fpeCtive Princes and magiſtrates ; as 
Ducal Pruſſia by the King of Pruſ- 
ſia, Courland by its own Duke, and 
Dantzic by thew magiſtrates. The 
religion of the country is the Ro- 
man Catholic, except in the N. 
where the ſubjects of the King of 
Pruſſia and thoſe of Dantzic, and ſe- 
veral other cities, are Proteſtants. 
The forces of the Poles are all horſe, 
and are rather a militia, conſiſting 
of the gentry and their dependants, 
than regular troops; for they ſerve

The 
moſt healthful and temperate part of 
the Pope's territories is Bolonia, which 
lies N. of the Appenine hills. The 
Ferrareſe, adjoining to it, is a perfect 
bog, and exceeding unhealthful; nor 
is the Campania of Rome much bet- 
ter the latter end of the ſummer, oc- 
caſioned by the many lakes and ſtag- 
nated waters, Which in the time of 
the Romans were drained off, but 
now render the country ſo unhealth- 
ful, that it is dangerous ſleeping in 


it; and whereas the Old Romans» 


uſed to retire hither to their villa's 
in ſummer, every gentletnan - chaſes 
now to reſide in Rome in the hot* 
ſeaſon, to avoid the unwholeſome 
air of the Campania. Though the 
Pope has a very extenſive coaſt, both » 
on the gulph of Venice and on the 
Tuſcan ſea, his ſubjects have. ſearce 
any. conſiderable. ſea. ports, or any 

. merchaut. 
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merchant ſhips, or foreign traffic, not- 

withſtanding the late Popes, to in- 

vite foreigners to trade with their 

le, have made Civitta Vechia a 
ee port, one reaſon whereof may 

be, that their governors and wealthy 

inhabitants are eccleſiaſtics, who do 

Not apply themſelves to the advance- 

ment of trade and manufactures ; 
but being maſters of more refined 

arts, draw great part of the wealth 
of the Chriſtian world into the trea- 
Jury of the church, and live in 
a manner on the ſpoils of bigotted 
nations, without taking the ordinary 
vulgar methods of amaſſing wealth. 
The Pope is an abſolute monarch in 
his Italian | territories, for tho he 
frequently holds a conſiſtory of Car- 
dinals who are his council in eccle- 
fiaſtical affairs, they are not ſuffered 
to intermeddle in his civil govern- 
ment. The Pope's Prime Miniſter 
is the Cardinal Patron, uſually one 
of his nephews, to whom he gives 
an opportunity of raiſing a vaſt eſtate; 
ſuch nephews have been the founders 
of ſome pf the greateſt families in 
Italy. The Campania of Rome is 
under the immediate government of 
the Pope, the other provinces are go- 
verned by Legates, or Vicelegates, 
but the forces in every province and 
"City have a commander beſides, ap- 
Pointed by the Pope; and the Po- 
deſtas, or Judges, and other inferior 
officers, are elected by the reſpective 
inhabitants. The Pope ingroſſes all 
the corn in the country, the farmers 
being obliged to ſell it to his agents, 


at the price he ſets upon it, who ſell 


it to the people at an advanced price, 
10 reaſonable however, that all people 
agree bread and corn is not dear at 
Rome. As to the Pope's eccleſiaſti- 
cal dominion, it is extended thro? 
the world, wherever the Roman 
Catholic religion has gained admit- 
tance ; and Whatever obligations ſub- 
jects may be under to the civil 


powers where they live, they are 


often ready to cancel them all, when 
their duty to the Pope comes in com- 
petition with that due to their tem- 
poral Lords; and have often been 
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ſpirited up to depoſe their ſovereignss | 


and tho“ many temporal Princes and 
their lay- ſubjects of that communion, 
have of late years diſputed the Pope's 
ſupremacy, yetthe monks and regular 
clergy in every country, ſtill remain 
entirely devoted to the ſee of Rome, 
and are ready to oppoſe the civil 
power, A

The ſoil alſo produces 
plenty of olives, as well as oranges 
and lemons ; but neither their oil or 
ſour oranges are ſo good as thoſe of 
Spain. Their ſweet oranges, hows 
ever, which they introduced from Chi- 
na, and for that reaſon are called 
China oranges, are the beſt in. Eu- 
rope. They have not corn 

for their ſubſiſtence; but are ſupply- 
ed with it frequently from England 
and Holland. As to their 1 
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and country people, they eat ſcarce 
any other but Indian corn ; a 
coarſe food. The fleſh of their cattle 
is generally lean and dry; but they 
have-plenty of cheſnuts, almonds, figs 
and raifins. They make alſo a great 
deal of ſalt, of the ſea water, let into 
ſhallow pans; eſpecially in the bay of 
St. Ubes, from whence they export a 
great deal, eſpecially to America. 
The foreign trade of the Portugueſe 
conſiſts either in the exportation of 
the produce of their own foil, viz. red 
and White Port wines, oranges, le- 
mons, and other fruits: or in the ex- 
portation of the merchandize they re- 
ctive from their plantations and ſet- 
tlements in Aſia, Africa, and Ame- 
rica; of which, thoſe from Braſil, in 
America, are much the moſt conſi- 
derable; for, beſides vaſt quantities 
of ſugar, tobacco, rum, cotton, indi- 
go, hides, train oil, dying wWoeds, and 
drugs, they import vaſt treafures of 
gold, filver, and diamonds from Bra- 
il, having lately diſcovered ſome ve- 
ry valuable mines of theſe precious 
minerals there; inſomuch, that the 
value of diamonds is ſunk conſider- 
ably. But, notwithſtanding Portugal 
is now one of the richeſt kingdoms in 
_ the world, it is, however, the weak- 
eſt. They have neither fleets or ar- 
mies ſufficient to defend their ſea 
coaſts or frontiers ; and, were it not 
that the reſt of the powers of Europe 
know it to be their intereſt to defend 
them againſt Spain, they would ſoon 
be ſwallowed up by that potent neigh- 
bour. - This is a much greater ſecu- 
vity than the double marriages con- 
trated between the two crowns, in 
the year 1729. Portugal is an ab- 
ſolute monarchy, and the crown he- 
reditary. There are aſſemblies of the

is an image of the bleſſed Virgin on a 
pillar of jalper, which, according to 
tradition, is the N ſne left here 
when ſhe appeared to St. James the 
apoſtle of the Spaniards, to ſupport 
him in the converſion of the natives: 
She has a little Chriſt in her arms, 
and her robes and crown are covered, 
with precious ſtones ; angels of ſilver 
are placed round her, holding flam- 
beaux in their hands; beſides which 
are fifty ſilver lampe, to illuminate 
the chapel where the image ſtands, 
all day- light being ſhut out: And hi- 
ther multitudes of pilgrims annually 
come to perform their devotions to 
our Lady of the Pillar, as. ſhe 1s 
called from the pillar the image ſtands 
on. Saragoſſa ſubmitted to K. Charles 
HI. the late Emperor of Germany, 
anno 1706, but was obliged to fur- 
render to Philip the late King of 
Spain, after the battle of Almanza, 
anno 1707. King Charles obtaining 
a victory over K. Phibp near Sara- 
goſſa, anno 1710, entered this city 
in triumph the ſame evening. But 
a body of the Engliſn forces being 
ſurpriſed ſoon after at Brihuega, and 
made priſoners, King Charles was 
again obliged to leave the unhappy 
citizens of Saragoſſa to the mercy of 
their enemies, and retire into Cata- 
lonia: Whereupon Philip took a full 
revenge on thoſe who had appeared 
| in the intereſt of his rival K. Charles.

SCILLY, the largeſt of the Italian

100 broad, it lies in a warm but plea- 
ſant healthful climate, being conſtant- 
ly refreſhed by cool breezes from the 
ſea, or the mountains. It is ſeparat- 
ed fram Calabria in Italy only by the 
ſtrait or pharo of Meflina, which is 
not 7 m. over in the narroweſt part, 
but from Meſſina on the coaſt of Si- 
cily to Reggio on the continent, 
which is the uſual paſſage, it may be 
12 or 15 miles over. The country 
is divided into mountains and valleys, 
in which there are abundance of 
ſprings and rivulets, that make both 
hills and valleys exceeding fruitful, 


and which occaſioned its being called 


the granary of Rome. The produce 
of the iſland is corn, wine, oil, filk, 
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and excellent fruits, of which they 
export great quantities, but in foreign 
bottoras hitherto; their preſent mo- 
narch, of French extraction, applies 
himſelf with great diligence to en- 
creaſe their ſhipping and foreign com- 
merce, and has opened a trade with 
Turky, which they never had before, 
being, like the Spaniards, perpetual 
enemies to the Turkiſh empire. 
Mount Etna in this iſland is a vulca- 
no, which, by its fiery eruptions and 
earthquakes, has overturn'd ſeveral 
of their cities, particularly thoſe of 
Syracuſe and Catania, on the eaſtern 
coaſt of the iſland. This mountain 
is ſo high that it is ſurrounded with a 
circle of ſnow towards the top, great 
part of the year, but. advancing a lit- 
tle farther, we come to the grand 
vulcano, from. whence there iſſue 
flames and ſmoak. This is a baſon 
or cavity, about 6 m. in circurafe- 


ference, the ſides whereof are en- 


cruſted with ſulphur, from- whence 
there ſometimes iflues a pure flame, 


and the noiſe of this burning pit is 


inconceiveably dreadful. This hill is 
much larger than mount Veſuvius in 
Naples, viz. about 70 m. in circum- 
ference at the bottom, and the erup- 
tions from it have been more fre- 
quent and more terrible than thoſe af 
Veſuvius.

in the valleys, that they have very 
little occaſion for fires nine months 
of the year : but then in the months 


of June, July and Auguſt, the heats' 


are very troubleſome in the valleys 
and ſandy plains; and there is a 
great ſcarcity of water, moſt of their 
ſprings and rivulets being dried-up. 
The foil of Spain produces excellent 


wheat and barley, and they have 


rich paſture grounds, Their wool 


_ VE 
is the beſt in Europe, and uſed by 
other nations in their fineſt cloths. 
They abound in wine, oil, and filk, 
and no country produces better oranges, 
lemons, raiſins, citrons, prunes, figs, 

capers, cheſnuts, almonds, and pome- 
granates. The foil alſo produces 
flax, cotton, ſugar, and ſaffron ; and 
they have rich mines of quick-ſilver, 
copper, lead, allom, ſulphur, and 
the iron and ſteel of Biſcay is eſteem- 
ed the beſt in Europe; and former! 


the Spaniſh mines yielded the Ro- 


mans more ſilver than any country 
under their dominion, though now 
theſe mines are loſt or exhauſted, 
or the Spaniards have ſuch plenty of 
filver in their American plantations, - 
that the Spaniſh mines are not worth 
the working: they import more ſil- 
ver from them than all the world 
beſides. But with all theſe advan- 
tages Spain is poor, and very thinly 
peopled; for which ſeveral reaſons 
are aſſigned: as 1. The celibacy of 
the clergy, and the locking up fo 
many of both ſexes in monaſteries. 2. 


The expelling fo many handred thou-. 


fand Moors and Jews, as they did 
about 200 years 3. The wars 
they carried on with moſt of the 


powers of Europe, as well as Africa 


and America, for 200 years. 4. 
The draining their country every 
year of ſo many men to ſapply their 


American plantations, where none 


but native Spaniards are admitted 
to the chief offices and commands. 
And, g. Their poverty may in @ 
great meaſure be aſcribed to their 
pride and indolence; none of them 
ſcarce ſubmitting to laborious em- 
ployments, ſince the wealth of Ame= 
rica flaw'd in upon them; but their 
neighbours the French attend them 
in the quality of ſervants, and even 


manage their huſbandry and manu- 


fatures in ſeveral provinces. The 
Spaniards alſo expert great part of the 
produce of their country unwrought, 
purchaſing the ſilk, woollen, and li- 
nen manufactures of other nations, 
to ſupply their plantations; or ra- 
ther, they act as factors for the 
French, Italians, Engliſh, and Dutch; 
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an the diſpoſal of their manufactures, 
and at the return of the galleons pay 
the proprietors with the treaſure they 

amport from the Weſt Indies. 
The K. of Spain's dominions are 
the largeſt that are poſſeſs'd by any 
one monarch ; fo extenſive, that, as 
one of his predeceſſors boaſted, the 
un never ſets upon them all. Beſides 
His territories in Europe, he poſſeſſes 
the beſt part of America; a fine, rich 
country, the provinces ' whereof lie 
contiguous, and extend Gooo miles 
and upwards in length from N. to S. 
He is ſovereign alſo of thoſe rich and 
numerous iſlands S. E. of the coaſt of 
China in Aſia, called the Philippines, 
from whence he imports all the rich 
merchandize of the Eaſt; and in Af- 
rica he is maſter of Ceuta, Oran, and 
Jeveral other places of conſequence on 
that coaſt. The EK. of Spain is an 
abſolute Prince; for tho' every pro- 
vince almoſt was governed by its pe- 
'@uliar laws about 300 years 
which could not be repealed or ſuſ- 
pended but by the conſent of the 
Mates nor could the King raiſe taxes 
without their concurrence ; they have 
now loſt theſe privileges; or rather, 


heir great men bartered them away, 


and fold themſelves and their poſte- 
Zity to the crown, and now the cortes 
or ſtates, which conſiſt of the no- 
bility, clergy, and repreſentatives of 

commons, only meet to confirm 
and record the decrees of the court, 
Which will compel their concurrence 


If they ſhould refuſe it. The crown 


deſcends to the eldeſt ſon of the King, 
and, if there be no ſons, to the fe- 
males according to their ſeniority ; 
and the reigning Prince ſeems to 
have a power of deviſing it to what 
branch of the royal family he pleaſes, 
if he has no iſſue; at leaſt the title 
of the late King Phiilp, Duke of 
Anjou, depended on the will of his 
predeceſſor, and he enjoyed it ac- 
cordingly, notwithſtanding the royal 
family of France had relinquiſhed 
their claim to that crown by ſolemn 
treaties The K. of Spain is never 
crowned, like other ſovereigns, but 
the Cortes or States aſſemble, and

Jeng, and from 100 to 150 broad, ſe- 
parated from the continent of the 
Further India by the ſtraits of Ma- 
lacca on the N. E. and from the iſland 
of Java by the ſtraits of Sunda on 
the S. E. This iſland, lying under

the equator, and the low grounds near 


the ſea coaſt being flooded one half 


of the year, is very unhealthful. The 
natives build moſt of their houſes 
upon pillars to ſecure them againſt 


the annual inundations. The Engliſh - 
have ſeveral forts and factories on the - 


W. coaſt of Sumatra, of which the 
chief was Bencoolen : this ſtandin 
among the ſalt-marſhes they burie 
abundance of men every year, but 
having built another fort upon an e- 
minence 4 or gem. up in the country, 


they find it as healthful there as in 


moſt other climates. To this laſt fort 
they have given the name of Marlbro. 
The chief merchandize imported from 
Sumatra is pepper, canes, and gold- 
duſt; rice is almoſt the only grain 
that grows in the country; beſides 
which the ſoil produces ſugar, plan- 
tains, pine-apples, coco- nuts, and o- 
ther tropical fruits; and they have 
plenty of limes, citrons, oranges, me- 
lons, and pomegranates. The K. of 
Achin, fit. at the N. W. end of the 
iſland, is the only conſiderable K. in 
it, and this ſeems to be a mix'd mo- 
narchy, where the . conſent of the 
nobility and great men is neceſlary to 
the making of laws; and the reſt of 
the little governments in the iſland 


much reſemble that of Achin. All 


the coaſts of the iſland of Sumatra 
are poſſeſſed by Mahometan Princes, 
but the mountains which run through 
the iſland from N. to S. are inhabited

Surat. 'The Mogul gives his trading 
ſubjects all imaginable encourage- 
ment, as well as foreign merchants 
who- reſort to his ports, tho* he be 


an abſolute Prince; but the Dutch 


are beft uſed, and pay the leaſt cuſs 
torns, for if his officers demand more 


than they think fit to pay, they have 


a fleet of men war in India, with 
which they block up his ports, and 
compel the government to ſubmit to 
their terms. :

ſeſſed by Sweden, are now ceded to 
Ruſſia, part of their German terri- 
tories alſo, have been ceded to other 
powers, particularly Bremen, Ver- 
den, and the eaſtern Pomerania; . 
Sweden retains nothing in Germany 
at preſent, but that part of Pomera- 
„ Which lies N. W. of the river 
Pene; the iſlatti of Rugen, and the 
town of Wiſmar. It is for the moſt 
part a wretched cold country, in- 
cumbered with barren rocks and 
mountains, and great part of the 
year covered with ſnow z few navi- 
gable rivers, but torrents in abundance, 
running precipitately from their rocks 
and mountains, and after a ſhort courſe 
falling into the Baltic ſea, which is 
frozen up four or five months in the 
year. The country alſo is full of great 
lakes and marſhes : Lapland and the 
northern parts produce ſcarce any ve- 
The riches of Sweden are 
chiefly in the bowels of the earth, 
having mines of ſilver, copper, and 
iron, which exceed any in Europe ; 
and they have ſome fruitful valleys 
between their mountains, but itheſe 
do not produce corn enough for the 
ſubſiſtance of the inhabitants; their 
being driven out of that plentiful 
country of Livonia therefore was an 
irreparable loſs to Sweden. 'They 
ſtipulated indeed with the Rufhans 
that they ſhould be at liberty to im- 
port corn from Livonia, but the Ruſ- 
ſians frequently excuſe themſelves for 
not complying with this article, = 
er 
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der pretence of a ſcarcity. The ma- 
nufactures of Sweden are chiefly 
thoſe of copper and iron, and ey 
have been endeavouring to eſtabli 

linen and woollen manufactures of 
late years, The exports from Swe- 


den, beſides their hard-ware, are pitch, 


tar, maſts, deals, and wooden-ware ; 
they import filks, ſtuffs, wine, brandy, 


+ ſugar, ſpices, tobacco, paper, linen, 


and haberdaſhery ware, which ba- 
lance their exportations, and ſome- 
times exceed them. Their trade to 
England is the molt gainful, the Engliſh 
taking off the produce and manufac- 


tures of Sweden, and giving them 


near two thirds of filver in return. 


By the laws of Sweden fozeigners 
are prohibited to import any goods 


but what are the produce of their re- 
ſpective countries. The forces of 


Sweden conſiſt of a well diſciplined 


militia, every conſiderable farmer is 
obliged to maintain one ſoldier in 
time of peace, and the officers of 


horſe and foot have lands aſſigned 


them for their maintenance; the 


foldiery are ſubject to the civil ma- 


giſtrate while they remain in their 
quarters, but when they are in actual 


| ſervice they are ſubject to military 
diſcipline. The militia of Sweden, 


before the loſs of Livonia and their 
German territories, 


The naval forces of Sweden, haye 
always been reckon'd inferior to thoſe 
of the Danes, but the Swedes uſual- 
ly were an over-match for the Danes 
by land. The public revenues which 
ariſe by the crown-lands, cuftoms, 


the ſilver and copper mines, tithes, 
poll- money, and other duties, are 


computed to amount to 1,000,000 |. 
ſterling per annum. Charles XII. 
and ſome of his predeceſſors, were ab- 
ſolute monarchs, and claimed the 
crown as their hereditary right z but 


upon his death the ſtates of Sweden 
elected his youngeſt ſiſter, and put 
ſuch limitations on the crown, that 


their ſovereign enjoys little more than 
the name of a King, The fates 


amounted to 
60,000 men, Charles XII. during his 
Wars augmented them to 120,000, 
but he beggar'd his country by it. 


25 m. N. of Saliſbury. 
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obliged that Princeſs to declare that 
ſhe held the crown of the ſtates, and 
renounced for herſelf and her poſte- 
rity, all arbitrary power; that ſhe 
ſhould profeſs the Lutheran. religion, 
and no other ſhould be tolerated ; 


that the ſtates ſhould not. ſubmit to 


any taxes or laws that were not made 
by their own conſent : and that ſhe 
ſhould not make peace or war but by 
the like conſent : and the admini- 
ſtration of the government was lodged 
in 24 ſenators, of whom the ſove- 
reign was no more than Preſident. 
She was diſabled from meddling with 
the public treaſure, without their con 
ſent, or to diſpoſe of any office, civil 
or military. And this they. inſiſted 
was the originat conſtitution of their 


government; which the late King alſo 


was obliged to declare, and renounce 
Calviniſm, in which he was educated, 
when the late Queen procured him 
to be elected King; and the ſame ar- 
ticles the Duke of Holſtein-Eutin, 
his preſent Majeſty, was obliged to 
ſubſcribe, when they declared him

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SWITZERLAND, or SW1SSERLAND, 
Filed Helvetia by the Romans, is ſur- 
rounded by the territories of France, 
 *Germany, and Italy, being bounded 
by the Suntgow, the Blaek Foreſt, 
and other parts of Suabia, on the N. 
by the lake of Conſtance, Tyrol, and 
Trent on the, E. by the Duchies of 
Savoy, Milan, and other provinces of 
Italy, on the S. and by the French 
- provinces of Burgundy and Franche- 
- Compte on the W. being about 260 


mn. long, and upwards of 100 broad, 


there being ſome parts of Italy and 
France comprehended in it, which 
were not included in the ancient Hel- 
vetia. Switzerland lying between 45 
and 48 degrees of N. lat. might be 
ed to be a warm country, but 

as it is ſituate on the Alps, the higheſt 
mountains of Europe, and great part 
of the year covered with ſnow, the 
air is much ſharper here than in coun- 
tries that lie more northerly. And as 
Switzerland is ſeparated from other 
countries by high mountains, ſo every 


Canton, or province, almoſt, is divid- 


ed from its neighbour by a ridge of 
hills, which are not barren, but in ſum- 
mer afford good paſture to the ſheep, 
and on ſome of them we meet with 
plow'd fields: two thirds of the can- 
ton of Bern (much the largeſt and 
toſt conſiderable province) is a plain 
fruitful country, abounding in corn. 
The largeſt rivers in Europe have 
their ſource in theſe mountains, par- 
ticularly the Rhine, the Rhone, the 


Danube, the Ruſs, and the Inn; 


and there are 2 great many exten- 
ſive lakes, as thoſe of Conſtance and 
Geneva, which are either of them 
60 m. long, and beſides the lakes in 
the valleys there is one on the top of 
every mountain almoſt ; here are al- 
ſo abundance of fine woods, parti- 
cularly of pine and fir-trees. The 
\ foil produces fome corn and wine, 

but not in great quantities, and the 
fruits of the earth are frequently de- 
ſtroyed by ſtorms, or killed by cold 
rains, and ſometimes they loſe their 
harveſt entirely. In plentiful years 
therefore, they lay up their corn in 
magazines, toprevent the poor people's 
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periſhing, when ſuch calamities Rap- 
pen. What they abound in moſt, is 
cattle z they drive a great trade with 
them in the neighbouring countries, 
and their lakes furniſh them with 
plenty of fiſh. They have ſome crape 


and linen manafactures, but ſcarce © 


any of filk, wool, or hair; moſt of 
their cloathing is imported from a- 
broad therefore, as well as their corn 
and wine, of which they have not 
enough to ſupply their neceſſities. 
The balance of trade therefore being 
much againſt them, the Switzers en- 
deavour to retrench all ſuperfluities, 
prohibit the wearing of gold, ſilver, 
filk, thread-lace, or jewels, and what- 


ever elſe is more chargeable than uſe- 


ful in dreſs. Switzerland is uſually 
divided into 3 claſſes, 1. Switzerland 
Proper, or the thirteen cantons. 2. 


The ſubjects of Switzerland, or the 


conquer'd countries. And, 3. The 
allies of Switzerland, ſuch as the 
Griſons, the republic of Geneva, &c. 
The general Diet repreſents the Hel- 
vetic body, or the 13 cantons, and is 
held at Baden on the feaſt of St. 
John' Baptiſt annually, but ſeldom 
laſts longer than one month. Here 


the affairs of their common ſubje&as 


are debated and regulated, but all 
other matters are treated of at parti- 
cular Diets of their reſpective re- 
ligions, that of the Proteſtants being 
held at Aaraw, and that of the Ro- 
man Catholics at Lucern. And in- 


deed the 13 cantons do not make one 


commonwealth, but are ſo many in- 
dependant ſtates united together by 
ſtrict alliances. for their mutual de- 
fence. Per every canton, or province, 
has its particular Diet, or Aſſembly, 
which makes laws for the govern- 
ment of the canton, and is not con- 
tradicted by the reſolutions of the 
General Diet in any thing, but what 
relates to their common bailliages, or 
to their mutual defence. The go- 
vernment in ſome cantons is ar iſto- 
cratical, and in others democratical. 
The 7 ariſtocratical cantons are thoſe 
of Zurich, Bern, Lucern, Bafil, Fri- 
burg, Soleure, and Schaff hauſen; the 
6 democratical cantons are ole of 
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Uri, Switz, Underwald, Zug, Glaris, 


and Appenzel. The Proteſtant can- 
tons are thoſe of Zurich, Bern, Baſil, 


and Schafthauſen, two thirds of the men in the field, and the canton of 


canton of Glaris, and more than half 
of Appenzel; the reſt are Roman 
Catholics. The Proteſtants are much 


the ſtrongeſt, and their territories 


more extenſive and fruitful, but then 


the Popiſh cantons are ſupported by 
the Popiſh powers, which ſurround 
them. The legiſlative power in the 
canton of Bern is lodged in the great 
council, conſiſting of 29g perſons, 
and the executive power in a ſenate 
of 27, elected out of the great coun- 
cil. The government in the other 


ariſtocratical cantons is much the ſame 


as that of Bern, but in the democrati- 
ca] cantons every town and every pa- 
riſh is a diſtin& ſtate, and the ſu- 
preme legiſlative power is lodged in 
the diffuſive body of the people; 
every male of 16 years of age, and 
every ſervant, as well as his maſter, 
has an equal ſhare in the government, 
and gives his aſſent to every law. 
'There are no ſtanding forces kept up 
in Switzerland, but there is no where 
a better regulated militia, Every 
male from 16 to 60 is inrolled ; and 
one third of them regimented ; and 
out of the other two thirds, theſe are 
recruited from. time to time; and 
tho neither horſe or foot receive pay 


while they remain at home, yet as 


foon as they take the field their pay 


is ſettled 3, and for the readier aiſem- 


bling their militia, there are ſignals 
in the moſt conſpicuous places made 


dy fire in the night-time, and a 


ſmoak in the day, upon which the 
whole body of their militia run to 
arms, and march to the appointed 
rendezvous. And what renders them 
much better diſciplined than the mi- 
litia of other nations, is the cuſtom 
of the young fellows to ſerve 3 or 4 


years in their troops abroad, after 


which their officers are obliged to per- 
mit them to return home, ſo that 


great part of their militia have actually 


been in foreign ſervice, and may 


therefore well be deemed as good as 


„ 
regular troops. In the late war be- 


tween the Proteſtant and Popiſh can- 
tons, the canton of Bern had 40, 00 


Zurich 20,000, but the reſt of the- 
cantons are not near ſo powerful as 
theſe.

_ Syria, a part of Afiatic Turky, 
is bounded by Natolia and Turco-

Levant fea on the W. The Turks 
divide Syria into 3 beglerbeglies, or 
viceroyalties, viz. Thoſe of 1. Alep- 
po. 2. Tripoli. And 3. Damaſcus, 
or Scham, the ſeats of the reſpective. 
viceroys. That of Aleppo takes in 
the North part of Syria, Tripoli the 
middle, and Damaſcus the South of 
Syria. This country- produces corn, 
wine, oil, oranges, lemons, porne- 
granates, peaſe, beans, and all kinds 
of pulſe and garden-ſtuff, and has a 
good trade in filks, camblets, and 
Turky leather, and they export vaſt 
2 of ſalt, with which the ſur- 
ace of the earth, as well as their lakes, 
is covered in ſome places.

There are 
ſome good harbours on the coaſt, 
where ſhips may lie ſecure from 
ſtorms, which theſe ſeas are very 
much ſubject to; but I perceive our 
mariners chuſe to keep at a diſtance 
from the land, in their paſſage round 
Cape Horn, that they may have 
ſea- room, rather than come near it. 
There are ſome few inhabitants on 
the iſland, as there are upon the 
continent on the North- ide of the 
ſtraits: They are repreſented as a brave 
hardy race, naturally of dark olive 
complexions, but paint both their 
faces and bodies, and have no other 
cloathing but a mantle they make 
of the ſkins of animals, and a cap 
of feathers, and live in little huts 


they make with the boughs of trees, 


eating what they take in hunting or 


fiſhing. Their arms are bows and ar- 


rows, pointed with ſharp flints or 
bones, and their nets made of the 
ſinews of animals, or the fibres of 
the bark of ſome trees. Their coun- 
try ſeems to have little in it to invite 
foreigners to ſettle amongſt them 
at leaſt the Europeans have thought \ 


fit, hitherto, to leave them to their

They are eſteemed much 
fairer dealers then their neighbours 
of China. There is a very good 
fiſhery on the coaſt, which employs a 
great many hands; many of them 
Live with their families on the water. 
The ſoil produces ſcarce any other 
grain than rice, but they have plenty 
of oranges, limes, cocoa-nuts, pine- 
apples, plantains, mangoes, and other

The prime miniſter is maſter of all 
the treaſure and forces of the king- 
dom, and to him all men make their 
court. The King has been ſucceeded 
in title by one of his ſons, and the 


prime miniſter has been ſucceeded in 


his office by one of his ſons, for up- 
wards of 100 . The King is a 
kind of priſoner of ſtate in his own 
palace, tho' at certain ſeaſons the 


prime miniſter ſuffers him to receive 


the mock homage of his ſubjects, and 
he himſelf ſeems to pay him the pro- 
foundeſt reverence — * the people, 
and declares he takes upon him the 
adminiſtration of the government on- 
ly to eaſe his prince of the trouble of 
it; and that he may enjoy his plea- 
ſures undiſturbed; but at the ſame 
time the King has not one ſervant 
or officer of his own chuſing; theſe 
are all put in by the miniſter, and 
ſuffer none to approach him but the 


miniſter's creatures. The uſurper al- 
ſo has uſually an army of 60 or 0, oo 


men on foot to ſupport his uſurpa- 
tion; ſo that it is in vain for the 
ſubjects to attempt to reſcue their ſo- 


vereign out of his hands.

Turks, and the deſtructive maxims 


they are governed by. They ſeldom 
fail to diſtant countries, or viſit na- 
tions of a different faith, but the 


merchandize of the reſt of the world 


is carried to them in foreign bottoms, 
and in the ſame manner the produce 


and manufactures of Turky are ex- 


ported. They reap little advantage 
by their commerce with Chriſtendom, 
but what they get by the duties of 
import and export; and their home- 
trade is carried on ; chiefly by their 
Chriſtian, or Jewiſh ſubjects. The 
Turks are above applying themſelyes 
to any. thing of this kind; traffic 
and mechanical employments are left 
to be managed by the deſpiſed, Chriſ- 
tians, who contribute much , more, 
by their labour and induſtry, to the 
ſupport of that empire, than the Turks 
themſelves, which may be one rea- 
ſon that their government indulges 


them in the free exerciſe of their re- 


ligion. And indeed there ſeems to 
be more Chriſtians in the Turkiſh 
empire than Mahometans, eſpecially 
in their European territories, who 
have this happineſs alſo, that they 
are never preſſed or forced into their 
armies, but left to follow their ſeve- 
ral occupations, while the Turkiſh 
gentlemen take the honour of de- 
tending” their country, and making 
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foreign conqueſts, entirely on then 
ſelves. | 2

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may be in the empire too, ooo that 
bear the name of Janizaries, but theſe 
are not enrolled with the others; the 
Serdar in every province, who has 
the command of the Janizaries in it, 
frequently abuſes his office, and will 


take any man into that body, who 


deſires to purchaſe the privilege of 
committing outrages with impunity, 
and ſkreen himſelf from juſtice; for 
a Janizary is accountable to none but 
his own officers, whatever violence he 
commits. | 
The Spahi's, or beſt Turkiſh horſe- 
men, are bred up in martial exer- 
Ciſes, as the Janizaries are, and are 
a very formidable body; beſides 
Which there are great bodies of for- 
ces in every province, which conſti- 
tute their numerous armies, But 
their multitudes are frequently the 
occaſion of their defeat, charging in 
too much confuſion; tho* the Baſſa 
Bonneval, tis faid, has prevailed on 
ſome of their troops to ſubmit to 
French diſcipline, of which they made 
great advantage in their laſt German 
War, recovering 2 po extent of 
country which they had loſt South of 
the Danube. Ys e e 
Their naval forces are not fo con- 
fiderable as might be expected in ſuch 
extenſive dominions, ſituate on ſe- 
veral ſeas, and abounding in commo- 
.dious harbours; but their neglecting 
navigation and foreign commerce, is 
the true reaſon they can never find 
ſailers to man a great fleet, if they 
ſhould build one. „ 
The Grand Signior's revenues ariſe 
by cuſtoms and other duties on mer- 
chandize; by a capitation tax on the 
_ Chriſtians in his dominions ; by the 
Ius paid by the tributary Princes, 
and the preſents made by all his of- 
-ficers and miniſters on their adyance- 
ment, and in their adminiſtration. 
But nothing bringyin more than the 
- confiſcation of the eſtates of all his 
baſſa's, governors, officers, and great 
men, when they die or diſpleaſe him 
- when they have plundered provinces, 
and amaſſed vaſt heaps of treaſure, 


the Grand Signior is heir to it all, 


And only allows the family a moderate

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maintenance out of it, if their an-

theſe iſlands being fo exceeding diffi- 
cult, that they have not thought it 


neceſſary to encloſe the city with a 


wall ; nor has any power attempted 
to beſiege it ſince it was founded, 
which is now 1200 years and up- 
wards. Nothing can appear more 
beautiful than this town does, as we 
approach it either from the continent 
or the ſea, we behold this fine city, 
with its numerous palaces and lofty 


towers riſing out of the waters, as it 


were waſhed by the flood on every 
fide, nothing intervening to obſtruct 
the fight. The circumference of the 
city is about 6 miles, and the in- 
Habitants computed to be near two 
hundred thouſand ; the canals ſo nu- 
merous, that you may go to any part 
of the town by water; and there are 
450 bridges over them; the principal 


b.. bridge. called the Rialto, lying over 


the grand canal, compoſed of. one 


arch (which makes one third of a circle) | 
ninety foot wide. None of the bridges 


but this have any rails. 


There are not kays on the fides 
of all the canals where people can 


walk; but ſometimes the canal fills 
the whiole ſtreet from one ſide to the 


other. | | 
The piazza of St. Mark, tis ſaid, 


is not to be parallel'd for the magni- 
ficence of its huxdings, and the 
houſes upon the grand canal are moſt 
of them elegant palaces, with marble 
fronts, adorned with pillars of the ſe- 
veral orders of architecture. Their 
rooms are uſually hung with gilt 
leather or tapeſtty, and their bed- 
ſteads of iron, which ſecures them a- 

inſt the vermin ſo troubleſome in 


ndon. But theſe advantages are 


attended with ſome great inconve- 


niencies : they have no good cellars. 
for their wine; all their water is 


bad, but what is brought from the 
continent, and their canals, in the 
heat. of ſuramer, create very offen- 
five ſmells. | 


The ſovereign power is lodged in 


the nobility. There are about fifteen 
hundred noblemen at preſent, who 
conſtitute their grand council, or aſ- 
ſembly of the ſtates, and are tiled 
Noble Venetians, whoſe honours de- 


ſcend to their poſterity. 


The Doge or Duke of Venice is 
cloathed in royal robes, and has the 
honours of a ſovereign Prince paid 
him, but has very little ſhare in the 
government: as the legiſlative power 
is lodged in the great council, there 
are ſeveral ' other councils to whom. 
the adtniniftration of the government 
is committed; and there is one coun- 
eil or ſtate- inquiſition, which has a 
power of impriſoning and putting to 


death the greateſt nobleman, even 


the Doge himſelf, if they apprehend 
him to be dangerous to the ſtate, and 
that without bringing him to an 
open trial, or giving him an oppor- 
tunity of making his defence. And 


tho' the noblemen of the city of 


Venice are veſted with very great 
powers and privileges, the ancient 
| | nobility; 
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_ mobility on the continent have ſcarce 


any; nor are they at all reſpected at 
Venice; for the titles they bear of 


marquiſſes, counts, &c. theſe the Ve- 
netians endeavour to deprefs, and e- 
ven to extirpate, as the Dutch do 


thoſe of Holland. . 


The annual revenues of the re- 
public are computed to be 1, 200, ooo l. 
ſterling, and their forces may amount 
to 24, oo0 by land. They can equip 
a fleet of 30 men of war, 100 gal- 
lies, and 10 galeaſſes, tis ſaid ; but 
they ſeldom engage the Turks at ſea 
without foreign aſſiſtance. A noble 
Venetian is always generaliflimo at 


| fea, but they make choice of ſome 
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reign general for the land ſervice, 
who is attended by ſeveral ſenators, 
without whoſe concurrence he can 
tranſact nothing; and they chuſe to 
employ Swiſs, Germans, and other 
foreign troops in their wars, rather 
than their own ſubjects; but they 
deſire to be at peace with all their 
neighbours, if poſſible; not only be- 
cauſe they apprehend themſelves wea- 
ker, but war harts their traffic, which 
as their chief ſupport, though it was 
much greater formerly, when they 
brought the merchandize of Afia from 
Alexandria, and diftributed it to all 
the countries in Europe. Still the 
manufactures and produce of their 
country furniſhes them with mer- 
chandize to traffic with, They make 
wrought filks of various kinds, bro- 
cades, gold and ſilver ſtuffs, and da- 
maſks, as well as velvets. They ex- 
port wine, oil, fruit, Venetian ſteel, 
copper, glaſy eſſences, turpentine, 
&c. and the goods they purchaſe 
in Turky are taken off by the Ger- 
mans. | 


As to their religion, it is that of 


the Roman Catholic, but it can ſcarce 
be called Popery, the Pope has fo 
little authority at Venice : their 
church has two patriarchs, the one of 
Aquileia, and the other of Venice 
and theſe are ſubje& entirely to the 
temporal power. The republic of 
Venice is as arbitrary in eccleſiaſtical 
cauſes as the ſtates of Holland. The 
Pope is looked upon as a temporal 


VE 
Prince at Venice, and their patriarths 
little more than cyphers. And tho“ 
they have a kind of inquiſition, that 
court can put none of their decrees 
in execution, without the leave of 
the ſtate. The Venetians are neither 
governed by prieſts nor monks; men 
of ſuch profeſſions indeed may enjoy 
the diverſion of maſquerading, during 
the carnival; they may keep con- 
cubines, ſing upon the ſtage, and 
take what liberties they pleaſe, ſo as 
they do not meddle with the govern- 
ment: And the nuns of Venice have 
not a much better reputation than 
their clergy. Their patriarch was 


about to reſtrain the liberties taken in 


thoſe houſes, and began with the nuns 
of St. Lawrence; but they told him 
they were noble Venetians, who had 
made choice of that way of life as 
moſt convenient, and would not be 
ſubject to his regulations; and · the 
ſenate interpoſed, and required the 
patriarch to deſiſt.

altogether taken up with cultivating 


tobacco. Silk-graſs alſo grows here 
ſpontaneouſly, and the ſoiFisextreme- 


ly- proper for hemp and and yet 
they have neither ſilk or linen ma- 
nufactures, for the reaſon already 
aſſigned; for it is the excellence of 
the Virginian tobacco which diſtin- 
guiſhes it from all other countries; 
and of this they have enough to ſup- 
ply great part of Europe, which they 
do at a very moderate price, the 
prime coſt net being more than a pen- 
ny a pound, tho' the duties impoſed 
upon it make it dear enough before 
it arrives in England; and none of 


our colonies yield the crown of En- 


gland ſo large a revenue as this. 


There are very few towns in Virgi- 


nia : James-town and Willamſburg, 
which are the chief, have neither 


of them 100 houſes. Every planter 


chuſes to reſide upon his eſtate or 
farm in the country, and moſt of 


them lie near ſome of their great ri-

And as to flaves and ſervants, of 
which there are many more than 
there are freemen, they are not Work- 
ed ſo hard, nor ſo many hours in a 
day, as the huſbandmen and day-la- 
bourers in England.
